Summery Saturday 
plays stirring March 


At a time when good weather still seems 
months away in the rest of the coun¬ 
try, Victorians were basking under clear 
sunny skies Saturday for the second day in 
succession. 

Many opted to be hometown tourists. 
Others decided to forget about (he formal 
attractions and make their own fun. 

Cars were bumper to bumper along the 
Dallas Road-Beacon Hill waterfront look¬ 
ing for a place to park to get out for a 
stroll. Families of cyclists wove in among 
the slow-moving cars. 

Shirtless sunbathers dotted the park 
hillside, lazily taking in the afternoon of 
racing which included trials for the 
women’s world cross country champion¬ 
ships. 

"Anyone who ever considers leaving 
Victoria should come stand up here for 
awhile on a day like this.” said one ama¬ 
teur photographer and transplanted eas¬ 
terner at the Beacon Hill lookout with 
its nearly 360-degree vista that stretched 


from the Sooke Hills to the misty Olympics 
and around to a snowy Mount Baker. 

Some Oak Bay gardeners couldn't pick 
up their shovels without loud music, ac¬ 
cording to police who had several com¬ 
plaints of stereos blasting out of win¬ 
dows. A Saanich resident doing some 
backyard burning started a grass fire. 
There was another in Sidney. 

Police had a weekend of complaints of 
beach parties with accompanying illegal 
fires. 

Other indicators of warm weather were 
the backpackers in the city and the more 
traditional arrival of the swallows. A Col- 
wood woman said she spotted several of 
the birds back from a California winter. 

While Saturday’s high of 14 was several 
degrees above the norm, it wasn't a rec¬ 
ord. Nor is a record expected today, as the 
weatherman says clouds will move in and 
temperatures will drop to the more normal 
10 - 12 -degree range. 

”I’m afraid the good weather is just 
about over,” he said adding showers will 
likely return on Monday. 


BANGKOK. Thailand 
(AP) — Peking’s most im¬ 
portant newspaper revealed 
Saturday a ’'major breach” 
in the Chinese Communist 
party leadership, and Hanoi 
said it was caused by inter¬ 
nal opposition to the Chinese 
invasion of Vietnam. 

The Chinese article, which 
spoke of “struggles” trou¬ 
bling the party, did not say 
whether the war had pro¬ 
voked the new factional¬ 
ism. 

But Vietnam claimed that 
growing anti-war feeling in 
China had forced the gov¬ 
ernment to announce the 
withdrawal of its invasion 
army last Monday. Hanoi 
also said a dissident radio 
station inside China has 
been making clandestine 
broadcasts against the war. 

In their latest battle re¬ 
ports, the Vietnamese con¬ 
tinued to insist that despite 
what was told to the Chinese 
people Peking’s troops were 
not pulling back across the 
border and were indiscri¬ 
minately shelling Vietnam¬ 
ese cities and committing 
atrocities. 

Western intelligence 
sources here said they were 
unable to say accurately 
how much fighting contin¬ 
ued along the jeo-kilometre 
front on the \[ietnamese- 
Chinese border. 

An article in Asahi news¬ 
paper in Tokyo today quotes 
Vietnamese Premier Pham 
Van Dong as saying 
"China's rulers were forced 
to announce they would 
withdraw . . . because of the 
firm struggle of the armed 
forces of the Vietnamese 
people" and the “Chinese 
people and soldiers were 
also opposed to their lead¬ 
ers’ decision to invade Viet¬ 
nam.” 

Vietnam is on full alert for 
any "new miltary adven¬ 
tures" by China. Dong is 
quoted by the newspaper as 
saying in an interview. 

China said it invaded Viet¬ 
nam on Feb. 17 with the 
declared aim of punishing 
the Vietnamese for border 
provocations. But some ana¬ 
lysts believe China also 


wanted to draw Hanoi’s 
troops from Cambodia, 
which Vietnam invaded Dec. 
25, and relieve pressure on 
the pro-Peking guerrillas of 
ousted Cambodian Premier 
Pol Pot. 

The People's Daily, organ 
of the Chinese Communist 
party and Peking's leading 
newspaper, disclosed the 
party bickering in an un¬ 
usual front-page editorial 


entitled "Settle Grudges and 
Tighten Solidarity." The 
editorial was quoted in a 
Peking dispatch of the Japa 
nese news agency Kyodo. 

“There are grudges 
among many comrades of 
the party that, in the worst 
ease, led to the formation of 
a major breach.” the article 
said.

The engineers were identified as Oleg Sukhov, 
who died within minutes of being shot, and Vladimir 
Manokhim, who was hit in the shoulder. The wounded 
man was earlier reported unhurt.

IWA package 
adds $5 hourly

When the giants of the 
forests' face each other 
across the bargaining table 
in a month or so the stakes 
will be high—a demand for 
a wage increase of $1.50 an 
hour, plus a multitude of 
other items and changes 
that reportedly represent 
another $4 an hour in costs. 

The International Wood¬ 
workers of America, big¬ 
gest union in B.C., has made 
no secret of the fact it thinks 
this is the year to put the 
squeeze on a forest industry 
that is riding the crest of 
good times. Like others, the 
union is trying to make up 


for some of the loss it says 
its 17,000 B.C. members suf¬ 
fered during the three-year 
wage and price control 
period. 

At a closed three-day 
wage contract conference 
that ended Saturday in Van¬ 
couver, 192 IWA delegates 
wrestled with no fewer than 
668 resolutions to produce a 
final 44-point package of 
contract demands. 

Western regional presi¬ 
dent Jack Munro said after¬ 
ward he expects negotia 
lions with Forest Industrial 
Relations will begin in 
April.

If the feelings of 95 of Victoria’s top real estate 
salesmen are any indication, big things are going to 
happen in this town between 1981 and 1984. 

That’s the consensus of a "Delphic Poll" which 
was conducted by G.T. Woods Associates recently 
among 95 persons who at¬ 
tended a seminar on “big 
ticket selling" In Vic¬ 
toria. 

When asked to predict 
when particular situations 
might arise in the future, 49 
per cent foresaw a need to 
build more office space in 
downtown Victoria between 
1981 and 1984. The next lar¬ 
gest group of about 18 per 
cent picked 1985 to 1989. 

The 1981-84 time slot was 
also picked as the most 
likely for a major tax res¬ 
tructuring by the federal 
government to encourage 
economic growth (33 per 
cent), a major increase In 
Victoria real estate values 
(15 per cent), a major Im¬ 
provement in the climate 
for private enterprise in 
Canada (35 per cant), a 
major Industrial park in 
Greater Victoria, (34 per 
cent) and a major research 
park in Greater Victoria. 

They were less certain 
about the prospect of free 
trade with the United States. 

The largest group, about 26 
per cent, picked "never." 
while 25 per cent picked 
1985-1989.

by G.T. Woods Associates, a 
firm of management re¬ 
searchers in Victoria who 
were involved In organizing 
the seminar. 

Company president 
George Woods .laid in an in¬ 
terview that a "Delphic 
poll" is a poll taken to find 
out what people think will 
happen, rather than what 
they would like to happen. 

The name comes from the 
Oracle of Delphi In ancient 
Greece— a priestess under 
the influence of the god 
Apollo who was supposed to 
be capable of predicting the 
future of petitioners. 

A modern Delphic poll is 
"obviously Just guessing." 
Woods said, and Its vuluc 
depends on the group of peo¬ 
ple who are asked to answer 
the poll. Those answering 


this poll were mostly real 
estate people with an inter¬ 
est in major real estate 
sales, such as commercial 
properties and large estates, 
who put up $ 118 ) a head to 
hear a man with consider¬ 
able success in that field, 
Peter H. Thomas, talk about 
how he did It. 

It is obviously not an accu¬ 
rate cross-section of society 
as a whole. Woods said, but 
on the other hand those In 
the upper levels of real es¬ 
tate sales might be Influen 
lial and knowledgablc 
enough In and about the 
community to make the re¬ 
sults more accurate than 
the small sample und the 
fact Ihut no one can predict 
the future might seem to 
indicate. 

There is a power-of-posi- 


live-thinking angle to Del¬ 
phic polls, researcher Dr, 
Peter Meuser noted. 

"The slock market is a 
good example of how feel¬ 
ings about the future can 
have a practical effect. If 
people are confident and 
think positive things are 
going to happen, the market 
will go up. If they are not 
positive about the future the 
market falls. ” 

For Meuser and Woods, 
the step into the world of 
business has been a big one 
from academia. Both have 
doctorates in psychology, 
and worked in the academic 
world. Woods in Toronto and 
Meuser in Ottawa, for some 
time before deciding to 
make the leap to private en¬ 
terprise.

Laos getting snagged 
in Indochina conflict

Chinese authorities ac¬ 
cused the Laotian govern¬ 
ment Saturday of "viciously 
attacking China and falsely 
charging that China was 
massing troops along the 
Laotian border." 

The Chinese news agency 
Hsinhua said Vlce-Koreign 
Minister Han Nianlong 
handed a memorandum to 
Laotian Ambassador THa 
vone Sichaleun "strongly 
protesting and refuting the 
Laotian government's fabri¬ 
cations and false charges 
against China in following 
the Soviet Union and Viet¬ 
nam." 

Chinese officials have al¬ 
ready said (hey regard Laos 
as being under Vietnamese 
domination, but this was the 
first time a protest was 
lodged with the Vientiane 
government. 

Hanoi announced that 
within minutes of receiving 
the warning note from Pek¬ 
ing, Laos responded through 
its official government 
newspaper: "It is our firm 
confidence that. . . under 
the correct leadership of the 
Communist party of Viet¬ 
nam and with the close mili¬ 
tant alliance of the peoples 
of Laos, Vietnam amd Kam 
puchea (Cambodia) . . . the 
heroic Vietnamese people 
will certainly defeat the bar¬ 
barous war of aggression 
launched by the Chinese 
side.” 

Allegations that China was 
building up its forces on the 
Laotian border came from 
the Soviet bloc as Peking 
started to withdraw its 
troops from northern Viet¬ 
nam after conducting a 
punitive "counterattack" 
against Vietnamese forces. 


The protest note said the 
Laotian government had 
falsely charged in Its March 
6 statement that China had 
massed troops along the 
Laotian border, smuggled in 
commandos and spies to dis¬ 
turb the order and security 
of the country, carried out 
propaganda against Laos 
and interfered in its internal 
affairs. 

It said Laotian authorities 
had also accused China of 
preparing troops of Kong Le 

— a neutralist Laotian mili¬ 
tary leader in the early 1960s 

— to attack Laos. 

Meanwhile, the latest 

Vietnamese battle report 
spoke of hundreds of Chi¬ 
nese casualities in fighting 
Thursday and Friday — 
most in fresh attacks in the 
provincial capital of Cao 
Bang, which Chinese troops 
still hold. 

Peking blamed the contin¬ 
ued fighting on Vietnamese 
"harassment" of its troops 


withdrawing from Vietnam, 
a pullout Hanoi charged was 
being "deliberately de¬ 
layed." 

In an obvious reference to 
possible Soviet intervention, 
the Vietnamese party news¬ 
paper Nhan Dan warned of 
the "real possibilities of 
direct action by Vietnam's 
friends" and noted that one 
"possesses one of the most 
powerful armed forf-es In 
the world." 

Analyzing the weaknesses 
of the Chinese army. Nhan 
Dan said it was "far inferior 
to the expeditionary army of 
the United States." 

A Hanoi battle report is¬ 
sued Saturday night claimed 
fighting was continuing in 
all six of Vietnam's northern 
border provinces. 

Peking has given no time¬ 
table for the withdrawal and 
has reserved the right to re¬ 
taliate if Vietnamese forces 
attack the withdrawing Chi¬ 
nese army.

An editorial in the Viet¬ 
namese Communist party 
paper Nhan Dan said a 
"serious rift within the rul¬ 
ing (Chinese) circles had 
broken out since the launch¬ 
ing of the aggressive war.” 

The commentary drew 
parallels between the cur¬ 
rent situation in China and 
the unpopularity of U.S. 
military involvement in the 
Vietnam conflict in the 1960s 
and early 1970s. 

The timetable of the Chi¬ 


nese invasion and withdraw¬ 
al has in part been deter 
mined by "the need to cope ■ 
with an increasingly alarm¬ 
ing situation in China itself 
caused by the Chinese peo¬ 
ple’s opposition to the Viet¬ 
nam invasion," Nhan Dan 
said. The editorial was car¬ 
ried by other official Viet¬ 
namese news media. 

Hanoi Radio said a clan¬ 
destine radio station inside 
Chinese territory was mak¬ 
ing anti-war broadcasts. In¬ 
dependent observers were 
unable to pick up the station 
Saturday, although Hanoi 
provided Its frequency and 
broadcast schedule.

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Iran women battle in the streets 


TEHRAN (AP) — Tens of thousands 
of women dressed in blue jeans and 
skirts walked off their jobs in the Iranian 
capital Saturday and rallied in the streets 
to protest curtailment of their freedoms. 

Moslem zealots enraged by the unveiled 
protesters beat some and at least one 
woman was stabbed. 

The job walkout paralysed the coun¬ 
try's banking institutions and most private 
business. Saturday is a normal working 
day in Iran. 

Several women wearing the traditional 
"chador," a body-length black veil, joined 
the orthodox Moslem men who attacked 
protesters near the British embassy on 
Kerdowsi Street. Besides the woman who 
was stabbed, several others were injured 
in the brief clash. Militiamen fired into the 
air to disperse the attackers. 

In other parts of the city, zealots 
harassed women with a slogan rough¬ 
ly translating into English: "Either you 
wear a head wrap or you get a head 
rap!" 

About 3.000 women went to the jus¬ 
tice ministry Saturday and complained to 
government officials about the violent ha¬ 
rassment. A delegation of 20 women also 
went to Prime Minister Mehdi Bazargan's 
office to present their grievances. The 


mass demonstration then broke up peace¬ 
fully. 

The women are demanding that equal 
rights guarantees be written into the new 
constitution that is to be drawn up after a 
March 30 referendum on the question of 
whether Iran will be an Islamic republic. 
Such a religiously-oriented society is the 
goal of Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, the 
Moslem holy man whose revolution toppled 
the regime of Shah Mohammad Hcza Pah- 
lavi last month. 

The growing feminist revolt is a direct 
challenge to the 78-year-old, white-bearded 
Khomeini, who has annulled a family pro¬ 
tection law that allowed women to contest 
divorce actions without being present in 
court, has abolished co-education and has 
called on women to wear the chador in 
public. 

The defiant, fist-waving women threa¬ 
tened further demonstrations against Kho¬ 
meini and his government. 

An unidentified woman telephoned Asso¬ 
ciated Press and said members of a new 
women's group, which she did not name, 
were prepared to set themselves afire in 
Tehran's main square if Khomeini did not 
relent. She also said many woman might 
convert to Christianity.

l MATH PAIR SOLVES RIDDLE TRACED BACK TO EUCLID 


:• PROVO, Utah (AP) — Two college pro¬ 
fessors say they have found the answer 
to a famous mathematical problem but 
they also say you do not want to know 
about it. 

- The problem itself is difficult to state 
and an explanation of the solution takes 25 
pages. 

; The solution "may not be fully appre¬ 


ciated by the general public." said llela- 
mana Ferguson of Brigham Young Univer¬ 
sity, but "mathematicians who take a 
week or so to sort through it will see that it 
works." 

Ferguson, a Brigham Young associate 
professor, and Rodney Forcade. a vi¬ 
siting assistant professor from Southern 
Illinois University, described their ac¬ 


complishment recently at American 
Mathematical Society meetings in Biloxi. 
Miss. 

The problem, which can be traced back 
about 2.000 years to the mathematician 
Euclid, involves trying to find a systematic 
way to discover a relationship among 
irrational numbers, such as square roots 
and fractions. 


In two hours of computer work, the 
technique can be used on a group of num¬ 
bers in a manner that would have taken 
18th and 19th century mathematicians 
"trillions of centuries" to complete, Fer¬ 
guson said. 

"Based on the work we have done, we 
can see why other mathematicians failed 
to discover the solution,” he said. .

Denain and the town of 
Longwy—in Lorraine— 
would bear the brunt of 
an estimated 21.700 job 
losses under the govern¬ 
ment's plan to cut em¬ 
ployment. 


Israelis slay 
suicide squad 

TEL AVIV (AP) — An Israeli army patrol trapped 
and killed four Palestinian guerrillas in a tomato field 
early Saturday before they could carry out a plot to 
seize hostages in the hours before U.S. President Carter 
arrived, the military reported. 

A Palestinian group in Beirut. Lebanon, claimed its 
"suicide squad" had killed many Israeli soldiers before 
being killed, but Israel said its patrol had no casualties. 

The gun battle near the Jordan River's Adam Bridge 
occurred 20 hours before Carter arrived in Jerusalem. 18 
kilometres to southwest. 

Elsewhere in the Israeli-occupied West Bank of the 
Jordan. Palestinians burned tires and stoned Israeli trucks 
to protest Carter's visit to Israel. 

In Beirut, the Popular Struggle Front, smallest of eight 
factions of the Palestine Liberation Organization, claimed 
responsibility for the operation. 

The raid was aimed at demonstrating "the Palestin¬ 
ian people's rejection of,Carter's latest attempt to conclude 
a treasonous peace treaty between Egypt and Israel," the 
group's statement said. 

An army spokesman said the guerrillas had planned to 
lake hostages and try to exchange them for 21 Arab and 
pro-Arab terrorists held by Israel. He said that among 
the prisoners whose release they would have sought was 
Kozo Okamoto, the Japanese gunman who participated in 
a 1972 terrorist attack at Tel Aviv's airport in which 26 
tourists and Israelis died.

AJACCIO, Corsica (UPI) — Twenty-seven bombs ex¬ 
ploded on this Mediterranean holiday island Friday night 
and Corsican separatists claimed responsibility Saturday.

Giggles behind 
the Iron Curtain 


THE DAILY COLONIST is indebted to Jan 
Kamienski's column in the Winnipeg Tribune 
for bringing to its attention the non-existent 
existence of Radio Yerevan. 

Yerevan, the capital of the Soviet republic 
of Armenia, is a city of some three-quarters of 
a million people and is situated on the southern 
slopes of the Caucasus about 10 miles from the 
Turkish border and 100 miles from Iran. 

Its main claim to fame at the moment is 
that it is the home of a fictitious radio station 
which features a type of open-line program 
which forms the background for thousands of 
political jokes throughout the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe. 

The imaginary Radio Yerevan answers 
questions from listeners who, of course, remain 
anonymous — for obvious reasons. Many of the 
question-answers are simply up-dated old East¬ 
ern European jokes of the kind that have been 
told, heard and enjoyed for years behind and 
adjacent to the Iron Curtain. 

Here are a few examples of the Radio 
Yerevan question-and-answer stories: 

Question: Has socialism improved the 
woman’s lot? 

Answer: In principle, yes. But the refri¬ 
gerator, the washing machine and the vacuum 
cleaner have done a better job of it. 

Q: Is it true that the Americans have more 
cars than we do? 

A: Absolutely, bul we have far more room 
for parking. 

Q: Would we be better off if we were all 
Americans? 

A: Black or white? 

Q: Do we have racial discrimination in the 
Soviet Union? 

A: Certainly not! We have no blacks. 

Q: I'm a member of the Komsomol, and I 
returned from a date with a boy well after 
midnight. My parents were very cross with me. 
Have I done something wrong? 

A: Try and remember. 

Q: Is it true that the mini-skirt was not 
invented in London but in the Soviet Union? 

A: Yes, skirts made of local textiles shrank 
after the first washing. 

Q: Is is true that a Russian invented the 
electric organ? 

A: Definitely. And he did this even before 
electricity was discovered. 

Q: Please explain how radio works. 

A: If you step on a dog's tail in Kiev, he 
barks in Vladivostok. That’s telegraphy. If 
there’s no dog, that’s radio. 

Q: What’s the Canadian team's battle cry 
for the Moscow Olympics? 

A: Hurrah, we were 27th in Montreal! 

So there we have a sample of the kind of 
underground humor popular among Russians 
and Eastern Europeans. It covers politics, 
science, human weaknesses and sport. It levels 
snide remarks at Russia as well as America 
and even Canada is brought into the act. 

And talking about Canada, perhaps its time 
we got some Radio Yerevan type humor mov¬ 
ing here. How about this? 

Q: Is it true that there are more ducks than 
turkeys in Canada? 

A: Yes, except in Ottawa. 

Well, it’s a start. . . 


ONE IN FOUR 


people in the world lives in a Commonwealth country

A subject many journal 
ists liked to write about ad 
nauseam in the 1960s and 
early ’70s was the future of 
the Commonwealth. Usually 
they said it was finished 
For reasons not easy to de¬ 
fine, people like reading and 
writing about pending 
doom. 

Today, a decade or so on. 
those who predicted the col¬ 
lapse of the Commonwealth 
have fallen silent on the sub¬ 
ject. Bewildered by the fact 
that, despite all their 
gloomy predictions, it is still , 
there, they have moved on to 
other things 

This negative writing on 
the Commonwealth was but 
one instance of the approach 
that the Third World has 
been complaining about of 
late; namely, that too little 
attention is paid to the more 
positive side of world de¬ 
velopments, particularly in 
the reporting of the poorer 
countries. 

The Commonwealth, 
being largely composed of 
developing countries, has in¬ 


evitably concerned itself 
with emotive issues like 
Southern Africa and the gap 
between the rich and poor. A 
few years ago. racked by 
these issues, the Common¬ 
wealth was seen by some as 
near to breaking point. 

All international organiza¬ 
tions, including the UN, get 
a bad press and the Com¬ 
monwealth is no exception: 
there is a failure to report its 
achievements and a ten¬ 
dency to harp on what it does 
not achieve. 

Despite this, the Common¬ 
wealth is a growing associa¬ 
tion of nations; and the fact 
that it is the oldest interna¬ 
tional association of states 
on earth and that this August 
it will hold in Lusaka the 
biggest heads-of-govern- 
ment meeting in its history, 
should give some cause for 
thought. After all, if there 
was nothing worthwhile 
about it, the Commonwealth 
would have ceased to exist 
long ago. 

It is the free-est of organi¬ 
zations, tied together by no

Air Canada's “spring 
sale",is a massive response 
to detractors who say there 
isn’t enough competition in 
the Canadian airline indus¬ 
try. 

Public response to fare of¬ 
ferings such as Edmonton- 
Toronto return for $129 
(regular economy $33-1) has 
been overwhelming, but 
what happens when the 
seven-week experiment 
ends? 

The March 27-May 7 deep 
discounting of 445,000 avail¬ 
able seats Is an attempt to 
fill aircraft during a tra¬ 
ditionally slack travel 
period. Other airlines have 
matched some of the fares. 
Preliminary results indicate 
good response from people, 
including first-time fliers, 
who would normally use 
other modes of transport 
or not travel at all. When 
charter class fares were in¬ 
troduced two years ago. no 
one knew how many dis¬ 
count seats could be sold and 
still allow Canadian airlines 
to make a profit. The air¬ 
lines are still learning and 
this Air Canada experiment 
should be viewed as a defini¬ 
tive measurement to see 
just how many Canadians 
can be attracted onto trans¬ 
continental airlines. The 
tragedy, for Canadians, Is 
that 'such measurements 
weren't made long ago. 

The problem with Air Can 
ada’s spring sale is that it 
will create travel expecta¬ 
tions that Canada's airlines, 
with limited equipment ca¬ 
pacity, cannot fulfil. The 
spring sale ends as the sum¬ 
mer peak travel season 
begins and during the sum-

No other country has left 
and new members are still 
joining.

mits, and Uganda. President 
Kaunda has said that he will 
not allow President Amin 
into Zambia. 

The fact that Zambia, de¬ 
spite all its present eco¬ 
nomic troubles, wants to 
host the conference and the 
fact that Australia is al¬ 
ready letting it be known 
that it would like the 1961 
meeting to take place there 
show that leaders in both the 
developed and developing 
world find this a valuable 
forum. If they did not they 
would not want to attend. 
Nor would they jostle to act 
as hosts. 

And the reason they find it 
worthwhile is that it is a 
meeting that has more infor¬ 
mality than any of the other 
international conferences 
they attend. It' is also the 
only regular forum where 
leaders of both the rich and 
the poor countries can 
meet.

Couldn’t Thomson's $366- 
million be more usefully and 
more productively invested 
elsewhere? 

Why doesn't the govern¬ 
ment do something about 
it? 

If this were the United 
States, it wouldn’t be al¬ 
lowed to happen. Canada, of 
course, is different. A 
smaller market, a desire for 
economies of scale, a need 
to compete internationally, 
and a mixed economy quite 
unlike the Americans', all 
foster the development of 
larger units, relative to the 
size of the country. We end 
up. however, with an awk¬ 
ward system in which some 
sectors (banking, transpor¬ 
tation, telecommunications) 
are quite tightly regulated 
by public authorities, while 
in other sectors it's hands 
off. 

The government is con¬ 
cerned about the takeover 
fever. For example, I 
haven't come across anyone 
in Ottawa who finds any

public good in the Bay’s 
takeover of Simpsons or in 
Thomson's proposed take¬ 
over of the Bay. And yet the 
fever rages out of control. 
There are two reasons: 
First, the government, ap¬ 
proaching an election call, is 
exceedingly nervous about 
taking any action that would 
unsettle the business com¬ 
munity. Second, even if it 
had the will, the government 
lacks the way. 

The present Combines In¬ 
vestigation Act is a joke. 
The government has been 
searching for a way to pre¬ 
serve competition in the 
marketplace without offend 
ing businessmen whose in¬ 
terests are not necessarily 
served at all by open compe 
tition. It’s an impossible 
search. 

Now. the government is 
talking of reintroducing 
competition legislation. If 
this means resurrecting its 
most recent bill, the former 
Bill C-13, the government 
will anger business without 
significantly advancing the 
cause of competition. Bill C- 
13. which was bom In 1977 
and died In 1976. was a pale 
shadow of its ancestor. Bill 
C-256, of 1971. 

Bill C-256 would have 
created a Competitive Prac¬ 
tices Tribunal, with real 
powers. Any merger involv¬ 
ing more than $5-million in 
gross assets or annual gross 
revenues would have had to 
be registered. The tribunal 
would have had the power to 
dissolve or modify the mer¬ 
ger If it concluded it would 
significantly lessen compe¬ 
tition. 

Bill C-13, the watered- 
down descendant, did not re¬ 
quire the registration of 
mergers. Instead, it as¬ 
signed the initiative to the 
government to investigate 
and to make a case against a 
merger. Although the Com¬ 
petition Board, proposed in 
Bill C-13, would have had 
powers, they were so quail 
fied as to seem, to a layman, 
almost unusable. 

If. however, takeover 
fever continues, a tough law 
will be unavoidable — after 
the election. With any luck, 
though, the three people who 
will own Canada by then 
won't have transferred their 
holdings to the Bahamas of 
Liechtenstein. 


Conferences of the Non- 
Aligned Movement and the 
Group of 77 are of Third 
World countries only. They 
are also heavily structured. 

The rich meet for their 
cosy summits in Bonn or 
London or Guadeloupe. They 
are sometimes rather infor¬ 
mal. but they are meetings 
of only four or five of the 
elite — Carter, Schmidt. 
Callaghan and so forth. 

Nor does the United Na¬ 
tions provide an informal 
forum. Individual presi¬ 
dents or prime ministers 
sometimes attend meetings 
of the General Assembly, 
but they never get together 
as a group, and it they did it 
would have to be a formal 
gathering because there are 
so many of them. 

The Commonwealth is 
thus the only umbrella under 
which such a mix of leaders 
ran meet and this does not 
apply only to the leaders: a 
similar mix of ministers and 
officials is meeting at many- 
different levels at various 
times of the y ear to discuss 
common problems. Com¬ 
monwealth Ministers of In 
dustry have just met in 
Bangalore in India to talk 
about industrial co-opera¬ 
tion. There is a special infor¬ 
mality about these lower 
level meetings too. 

For all this, the Common¬ 
wealth is by no means as 
successful in tackling the 
major problems as many of 
its advocates would like. It 
has been highly influential 
behind the scenes in trying 
to sort out Southern Africa 
problems, but despite that, 
it has scored no great diplo¬ 
matic triumph. The New In¬ 
ternational Economic Order 
which the developing coun¬ 
tries arc striving for and on 
which the Commonwealth 


has done so much work is 
still a long way off. 

Commonwealth countries 
are not as helpful to each 
other in times of emergency 
as they are expected to be. 

They should, for example, 
have been helping Zambia 
more in the last two years to 
climb out of its economic 
difficulties and above ail to 
help with food supplies. t 

Many of these countries 
which, from far off, have 
supported the sanctions 
policy against Rhodesia, 
have done little to help the 
Commonwealth's innocent 
victims of the situation — 
Zambia and Botswana. 

But this is a reflection of 
everyone's selfishness in an 
imperfect world and t,he 
Commonwealth is. after all, 
a portion of that world, sub¬ 
ject to all the weaknesses of 
it. 

Tomorrow, people in the 
40 Commonwealth member 
countries will be celebrating 
Commonwealth Day. It is 
the third year since govern¬ 
ments agreed that the sec¬ 
ond Monday in March should 
be observed as Common¬ 
wealth Day. 

There will be parties and 
dances and projects at 
schools on a Commonwealth 
subject or country. 

And in London's Westmin¬ 
ster Abbey there will be held 
again the Multi-Faith Obser¬ 
vance, in which Hindus, 
Muslims. Christians 
(Roman Catholic and Prot¬ 
estant), Jews and people of 
other faiths participate. 

This year the holy read¬ 
ings will include an extra 
language. There will be a 
reading from the Bible in 
Pidgin English. The variety 
of the Commonwealth knows 
no bounds.

This is not a switch of horses in mid river, but 
rather, a wonderment of the financial ramifications 
of all of us getting some free shares in the B.C. 
Resources Development Corporation. 

I anvall in favor of each and every one of us 
getting five free shares with a value of six bucks a 
share. Original arguments as to the validity of the 
exercise still hold good. But my Scottish blood 
reaches boiling point when I'm told the financial 
institutions, that will handle the share transactions to 
the public, will be paid five bucks for each applica¬ 
tion. There is something unholy about such an ar¬ 
rangement. There is no way I can sit still for any 
rationale that would support such spending of our 
money. Five bucks an application — a figure that can 
only be regarded as usurious and a figure that is 
bound to make most citizens just a little hostile 
towards the banking and other financial institutions 
that are already showing high profit pictures. 

And remember, that five bucks Is strictly for one 
small transaction. A figure of 25 cents a share, or 
$1.25 for each deal, is probably more in keeping and 
indeed, two bits a share is ail the banks will receive 
for handling shares over and above the freebies. 

Quite frankly the feeling has to be one of rip-off 
— at our expense. A waste of money by the govern¬ 
ment. an exorbitant profit by the financial institu¬ 
tions. . .

Put a ring around the date Monday. May It. 1979. 
because it has every indication of being an important 
day for you. 

And then put a ring around Friday. April 6. 1979, 
because that also has promise of being a significant day 
for you. 

Having performed both of those relatively simple 
tasks, you can now count the days between April 6 and 
May it. If you include both the 6th and the 14th, you 
should have 39 days, one more than provincial law re¬ 
quires between the issuance of an election writ and 
voting day. 

The only event which could make both dales insig¬ 
nificant would be a federal election call within a few 
days of May It. If Prime Minister Trudeau doesn't go 
until the end of June or early July, remember where you 
first read May 14 as provincial voting day. 

WRY THE SUDDEN finning of my up-till-now 
hesitation waltz? There are too many cabinet ministers 
bouncing around the province with messages of good 
cheer, that's why. Hardly a day goes by without some 
announcement from some community far away from 
Victoria that Minister So-and-So has been visiting and 
has left a grant or a bridge or a hospital or a new high 
way. 


THERE’S A REASON for Barrett's reluctance to 
outguess the premier. 

Having been in the office himself, he knows that the 
final derision will be a one-man decision. The premier, 
as did Barrett, will listen to the hawks and the doves and 
the waffiers. might even take a cabinet vote on the 
matter, and then do what he's paid to dp — decide. 
Barrett knows that decision is never easy and that cir 
cumstances on any given day can change the optimism 
or pessimism of yesterday. 

Last fall he placed the NDIjjpn red alert, confident 
that Bennett was about to announce an election date. 
(He was wise to do so because there is little doubt 
that the premier wanted desperately to go to the people 
but couldn't find an issue.) 

This time around he's playing a cool hand, watch 
ing. w aiting, holding on to his cards. And he's confident, 
more confident than he's been in many a month. 

It can be argued that every political leader must 
be confident on the eve of battle, and that's true. But 
there's a difference between whistling in the dark and 
being genuinely in control. 

Barrett is not whistling in the dark. He's confident 
he has a good chance, but not cocky. There's a big 
difference in those attitudes, too.

Welfare figures 
were erroneous 


There arc the days, remember, when all^good 
MLAs and certainly all good cabinet ministers’, are 
close to home boning up or just resting up for the trials 
lo come starting March 22. the day the House opens. It 
isn't a time for travels far and wide, a time for fence 
mending. That's the sort of activity reserved tradition 
ally for pre-election weeks. • 

And I think we are in them unless Trudeau . . . 
The call will come, as forecast timorously some 
time ago but now stated bravely (as well a sheep as a 
lamb if I'm to be hanged), as the 1979-80 budget is being 
debated in the House. In high dudgeon, the premier will 
storm up to Government House, then head for a two- 
day Social Credit convention in Kamloops and from 
there, into the breach, dear friends. 


The letter of March 7 from 
W. Wood cannot go unans¬ 
wered because of the blatant 
misinformation and errone¬ 
ous claims outlined in that 
letter. 

The figures quoted by the 
writer slate that there are 
10.000 employable people on 
social assistance in British 
Columbia. The true figure, 
as stated in my news release 
of March 1. is for the nuni 
her of recipients — not the 
number of employable poo 
pie.

For 
example, an employable 
man with a wife and two 
children is counted as one 
case but with his family, he 
provides a statistic of four 
recipients.

It was as good a blues as I had heard 
any farmer sing in a long time and I 
quickly learned that Vantreight goes into 
his "I'm rdined" routine with remarkable 
regularity. 

For one thing, he hates the way Easter 
fluctuates. Much better if that holiday 
could be tied to the blooming of his daffo 
dils. 

Also the weather is never right for his 
potatoes. It's either loo cold, too warm, too 
damp or too dry. 

And you should hear him when he 
complains about supermarkets and how 
they are out lo ruin little guys like him¬ 
self. 

In short. Vantreight is a true farmer, 
lie's forever losing money, about to go 
broke, and getting richer doing so. 

As long as he confined his antics to his 
own business, they were funny, bill since 
lie's taken to pecking al municipal workers 
from behind bushes, stirring trouble by 
getting staff unions uptight with his ill- 
conceived attacks on the employees, he 
isn't quite as funny any more. 

On the surface, his exploits may ap 
pear to be harmless, but they arc caus¬ 
ing a lot of damage. 

WHETHER THE ALDERMAN was 

actually hiding behind bushes, spying on 
municipal w orkers, is a question of seman¬ 
tics. Fact is. he has bragged about driving 
around the municipality, observing public 
works' and parks crews from a distance. In 
many cases, he said, they didn't know who 
he was. 

For all I care. Vantreight can disguise 
himself as a daffodil The problem is that 
his actions seriously threaten any kind of 
labor peace the municipality might have 
hoped for. 

Does Vantreight really believe lie will 
inspire municipal staff into greater pro¬ 
ductivity with his sweatshop tactics? 

Medieval labor relations of this sort 
may have the desired effect In the shirt 
factories of Hong Kong, but not in an 
organization where workers' rights un¬ 
protected. 

Not only are the aldermen's attempts 
to gel more work out of (he employees 
doomed lo failure, but he may well destroy 
any progress that bus been made In the 
_ 1'itjd (if municipal labor.peace. 


SINCE THE MUNICIPAL STRIKE 

some years ago. relations between man¬ 
agement and staff have improved a great 
deal, and so. I'm told by reliable manage¬ 
ment officials, has productivity . 

But it doesn't take much to reverse the 
course. Vantreight is doing his best lo 
achieve just that. 

If lie is dissatisfied with productivity, 
he should insist that the matter be dealt 
with during negotiations. There are such 
things, you know . 

But more important, if the workers 
aren't doing their jobs, the supervisory 
personnel should be held to account. 
Maybe Vantreight could look into whether 
the staff is getting the kind of leadership it 
takes to make a corporation work 

To hack away at the lower end of the 
totem pole is neither new nor very pro¬ 
ductive in itself, and I think Mayor Mel 
Couvelier should do more than just ask 
Vantreight to cool it. 

And those who followed Vantreight's 
little crusades, applauding him for "telling 
those union people." shouldn't fool them¬ 
selves. He may create the impression of 
knowing what he's doing, but he really 
doesn't. 

And he isn't under attack because lie's 
oil a "fat-trimming campaign" but be¬ 
cause he insists on Insulting people's intel¬ 
ligence. 

THAT ISN’T TO SAY THAT some of 
Vantreight's suspicions aren't well found¬ 
ed. it would be naivr to think that the 
productivity of the municipal work force 
couldn't be improved. 

But lo improve the situation, the em¬ 
ployer should first ask himself why things 
got as bad as they are. 

I believe it's been the kind of labor 
management relations Vantreight is en¬ 
couraging which brought about the prob¬ 
lem In tile first place. Nobody has been 
subjected lo more criticism and abuse than 
the civil servant, and any psychologist 
worth his salt will tell you that it is 
inherent in human nature to live up or 
down to expectations. 

Tell someone he is incapable, lazy, 
selfish and ignorant, and he will eventually 
become incapable, la/.y. selfish and Igno¬ 
rant. 

If y on w ant to have the faintest hope of 
changing someone, you give him encour¬ 
agement . 

Wise management officials have re¬ 
cognized this and act accordingly. They 
achieve results by treating their em¬ 
ployees fairly. 


ONE THING BARRETT must be watching closely 
is the bringing to birth of the five free shares in BCRIC. 
It will be noticed that as of late he has been leaving the 
semi-hysterical criticism of that program to others in 
his party while he maintains an almost aloof attitude. 

He must be thinking back to those hasty days of 
government when he and his colleagues were bringing 
the Insurance Corporation of B.C. into the w orld.

For a brief moment the banks and credit unions and 
trust companies thought they'd found tile money tree 
with a promise of $5 for every batch o J free shares 
handed out. Now they have discovered somewhat to 
their chagrin, that they are also responsible for decid¬ 
ing who is eligible, and therefore who is not eligible, to 
receive the shares. 

The banks are not happy. Nor are the credit unions 
and the trust companies.-

Taiwan confident of boom 


TAIPEI (Reuter) — Taiwan is con¬ 
fident of an economic boom this year 
despite the trauma of Washington 
switching diplomatic recognition to 
the Nationalists* sworn enemies in 
Peking. 

Officials, predicting an 8.5-per¬ 
cent growth rate that would be the 
envy of many developed countries, 
boast that as long as Taiwan has a 
strong economy it can never be iso¬ 
lated. 

Rosy forecasts for Taiwan's future 
have become common in recent 
days, with local American Investors 
and bankers pledging that they are 
here to stay. 

The U.S. switch brought business 
jitters — but no panic — to the 17 
million people on Taiwan, and sta¬ 
tistics show why. 

Taiwan, with $6 billion in foreign 


exchange reserves, had a bumper 
1978 with a growth rate of almost 13 
per cent. The economy shows no 
signs of weakening, and the govern¬ 
ment is keeping a wary eye on what 
might be Its greatest support In the 
future. 

President Chlang Chlng-kuo, meet¬ 
ing with top financial and economic 
officials, ordered the central bank to 
offer $300 million in loans to major 
export Industries to help them boost 
productivity and Improve quality. 

He also ordered that another $300 
million be provided in loans to tech¬ 
nology Intensive industries, particu¬ 
larly shipbuilding, petrochemicals, 
machinery and basic metal. 

After what is seen here as Wash¬ 
ington’s diplomatic defection, Tai¬ 
wan now is recognized as a sovereign 
state by only 21 countries. 


None of these is from Europe — 
with the exception of the Vatican — 
and In Asia the only country main¬ 
taining diplomatic relations Is South 
Korea, one of Taiwan's fiercest trade 
competitors. Twelve Latin American 
and ftve African states still maintain 
their diplomatic ties. 

■ But Taiwanese, who note that the 
island trades with HO countries quite 
happily, still feel the economy can 
expand. 

H. K. Shao. director-general of the 
Board of Foreign Trade, says that 
despite the diplomatic body blow, 
Taiwan will continue its policy of 
expanding trade with the United 
States. 

The two governments have ex¬ 
changed letters of agreement ex¬ 
pressing the determination to do so, 
and they also intend to grant most- 


favored-nation import status to each 
other's products, Shao says. 

Last year. Shao led three buy- 
American missions to the United 
States, ordering $1.5 billion worth of 
goods. 

But he cautions that in the absence 
of diplomatic relations. Taiwan will 
have to reconsider sending more 
purchasing missions to the U.S. 

American Investors remain opti¬ 
mistic, says Robert Parker, presi¬ 
dent of the U.S. Chamber of Com¬ 
merce here. 

“I am confident that normalization 
will In no sense affect the confidence 
and investments of Americans in 
Taiwan.” 

Leading American firms such as 
RCA, Ford and Chrysler have said 
their Taiwan investment plans are in 
no. way altered by the diplomatic 
switch.

The Canada Taiwan 
Trade Council reports 
that trade between Can¬ 
ada and Taiwan reached 
almost $588 million last 
year, a 25-per-cent In¬ 
crease from 1977. Im¬ 
ports were up $76 million 
to $396.5 million in 1978 
while Canadian exports 
to Taiwan jumped $28 
million to $101.8 million.

Banana boycott next

Millions of dollars have 
been spent over the years 
convincing the buying public 
that Chiquita bananas are 
the top of the tree 

As a spokesman for Unit¬ 
ed Brands Co., which mar¬ 
kets the largest-selling 
brand of banana in the 
world, 'archly puts it: "We 
believe ours are a little big¬ 
ger and a little prettier than 
the others.” 

United Brands has spent 
its millions on advertising 
despite or perhaps because 
of the fact that the layman 
has a pretty hard time tell¬ 
ing one banana from an¬ 
other, save for the brand- 
name sticker on the skin. 

Even United’s spokesman 
admits that “almost all ba¬ 
nanas come from the same 
place. Central America, and 
are generically the same." 

But both United Brands, 
an agri-business and food- 
processing conglomerate, 
and Cesar Chavez, head of 
the United.Farm Workers of 
America, agree that Chiqui¬ 


ta is a name worth fighting 
over. 

Chavez, whose UFW is 
striking vegetable growers 
In California and Arizona, 
announced last week that he 
Is mounting a boycott of Chi¬ 
quita as a means of pressu- 
ing another United Brands 
subsidiary, Sun Harvest, 
Inc. 

Sun Harvest is the world's 
biggest producer of iceberg 
lettuce, and if that company 
settled with Chavez, most of 
the other 28 struck growers 
in Arizona and the Imperial 
Valley of Southern Califor¬ 
nia might well follow. 

In proposing the action. 
Chavez is invoking a tactic 
he helped to pioneer — the 
consumer boycott. The UFW 
used it with varying degrees 
of success against table- 
grape and lettuce growers 
and against Gallo wind. 

Chavez had threatened its 
use against Chiquita twice 
before in 1970 and 1972, but 
there has never before been 
a boycott mounted against a 
specific product brand name 
like Chiquita. And while the 
Latin lady may be vulner¬ 
able In the international ba¬ 


nana market, there are also 
suggestions that such a boy¬ 
cott may be difficult 0 
mount and maintain. 

Chiquita is the world's lar¬ 
gest-selling brand of bana¬ 
na, according to a United 
Brands spokesman. Dole, 
the brand name used by 
Castle & Cooke Foods, Inc., 
another producer conglom¬ 
erate. is close on Chiquita’s 
heels internationally and 
even outsells the United 
Brands bananas in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Del Monte.the thrid com¬ 
pany in the banana import¬ 
ing business; trails the two 
giants by a significant mea¬ 
sure nationally. 

Produce experts say all 
three companies work in 
substantially the same way, 
importing bananas by boat 
from Central America In 40- 
pound boxes, with the 
brand-namne sticker al¬ 
ready attached. 

Because of the close com¬ 
petition nationally and inter¬ 
nationally between Chiquita 
an Dole, UFW leaders say 
they believe United Brands 
will be vulnerable to any 
action that might endanger 


Chiquita's international 
dominance. 

One slip, one marketing 
misstep, an even partially 
effective Chiquita boycott — 
any factor could, UFW lead¬ 
ers believe, lead to a rever¬ 
sal of the international sales 
positions of the two com¬ 
panies. 

The corporate prestige at 
stake is considerable, and 
the situation is complicated 
by the fact that Bud Antle 
Co., the Castle' & Cooke let¬ 
tuce subsidiary, has a labor 
contract with the Teamsters 
and has not been struck.

The tribe has already sub¬ 
mitted a proposed Ncvada- 
stylc gaming code to the de¬ 
partment of the interior. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Chris McKenna has said de¬ 
partment approval of the 
code could set a precedent 
allowing nationwide gam¬ 
bling operations on tribal 
trust land, despite local laws 
to the contrary. 

The proposed gaming code 
would be the first approved 
for Indians, Ms. McKenna 
said. Gambling could begin 
later this summer. 

The proposed gaming rode 
submitted by the tribe would 
permit casinos on Indian 
trust land in areas such as 
Fife, which is within the 
bounds of the original 
Puyallup reservation.

Soviet journalists 

i 

probe deeper now 


MOSCOW (AP) — No Soviet journalist 
will ever uncover anything like the Wa¬ 
tergate scandal but repbrters here are 
beginning to pursue the art of investigative 
journalism—and making waves because 
of it; 

In fact, so many journalists have turned 
to rooting out corruption In factories or 
spotlighting inefficiency on the farm that a 
lively debate has surfaced in the trade 
magazine. Journalist, over whether Soviet 
reporters should be allowed lo sniff oul 
scandals. 

"If a journalist in his investigation has 
dug right to the bottom and tells how the 
public interest was damaged, then he 
should be thanked." wrote one Soviet 
journalist in a letter. 

But there were many others who disa¬ 
greed. 

"I think that the term investigate' does 
not belong in the work of a journalist." 
one reporter noted. 

Like it or not. Soviet journalists acknowl¬ 
edge that more and more of their time 
is being spent in exposing the shortcom¬ 
ings of the country’s socialist society, 
rather than helping to grease the wheel* of 


the Kremlin's extensive propaganda ma¬ 
chine. 

The magazine debate was started by an 
article headlined ‘‘Should a Journalist 
Investigate?" 

Its author. Yuri Borin, said the goal of a 
journalist should not be to investigate 
but to research. Because he has no legal 
force behind his investigations, a nosy re¬ 
porter should leave it to the experts. 

"Journalists who want to carry out an 
investigation in a private way can run into 
bad luck or end up with a total flop." Borin . 
said. “For such an investigation will be 
the work of a dilettante." 

Another letter-writer declared that "a 
journalist has no moral right to intrude, or. 
if necessary, to accuse or defend." 

But one member of the country’s union 
of journalists defended his right to investi 
gate scandal, while noting the difficult 
two-way street which every Soviet re¬ 
porter must travel every day. 

"Correspondents,” he said, "should 
check out every fact, scrutinize every 
signal, and objectively, deeply and 
thoroughly investigate each question. And 
this has to be done not only while preparing 
critical articles but while writing posi- 
tlve ones too.”

Kosygin cuts out 
warning to China 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) 
— Soviet Premier Alexei 
Kosygin suddenly withdrew 
a policy statement from an 
address Saturday that 
warned other nations could 
be drawn into the China- 
Vietnam war. 

The statement was In the 
text of Kosygin's speech, 
handed out by the Soviet em 
bassy shortly before it was 
to be delivered at a recep¬ 
tion during his six-day offi¬ 
cial visit to India. 

The key remark that was 
withdrawn said, “The ag¬ 
gression against Vietnam is 
a serious threat to peace. It 
is fraught with the danger of 
other states being involved 
in the hostilities." 

Kosygin omitted the re¬ 
mark when he delivered his 
speech in Russian, which 
wias translated into Hindi, at 
the 17th-century Red Fort 
where the reception was 
held. 

Instead. Kosygin said. 
"Peace in Vietnam must be 
restored. For this purpose, it 
is necessary fully and un¬ 
conditionally to withdraw 
the aggressor troops beyond 
the historically established 
Vietnam-China border.” 

Soviet officials gave no ex¬ 
planation for the withdrawal 
of the original remark, but 
political observers speculat¬ 
ed the Soviets thought it 
might prompt China to con¬ 
tinue the war when it was 
reportedly withdrawing 
troops from Vietnam. 

"The war against the Viet¬ 
namese people is an interna¬ 
tional crime, and those who 
have committed it will not 
escape responsibility,” Ko¬ 
sygin said. 

Kosygin has singled out 
China for ruthless attack in 
all three of his public state¬ 
ments since arriving Fri 
day.

NATO chief’s ‘links’ 
with Hitler drive 
raises Dutch storm

. .. name listed 

AMSTERDAM (AP) — A political ' 
storm rooted in events of more than 45 
years ago has blown up around Jo¬ 
seph Luns. the Dutch statesman who 
has been secretary-general of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
sltibe 1971. 

Luns. now 67, has suddenly been 
forced to answer for what he did or did 
not do at the age of 22, at a time 
when Adolf Hitler’s Germany was 
arming and right-wing movements 
with strong Nazi tendencies were 
springing up around Europe. 

In 1935, when Luns was a Roman 
Catholic law student In Amsterdam, 
he became listed as a member of the 
Dutch National Socialist Movement, 
an organization founded on Nazi ide¬ 
ology. 

The membership listed in his 
name, which terminated in 1936, was 
disclosed for the first time March 1 
and since then Luns has come under 
steady political fire In the Nether¬ 
lands. 

He has denied ever putting his 
name down for membership and said 
In a statement published last Thurs¬ 
day through the Dutch government 
that it was the work of one of his 
brothers, who later removed him from 
the movement's rolls. 

But Luns’ first denials more than a 
week ago in Brussels, site of NATO 
headquarters, did not mention a broth¬ 
er. A NATO spokesman at that time 
described the reports of Luns' links 
with a Nazi organization as "com¬ 
pletely false." 

This led Socialist Joop den Uyl. a 
former Dutch premier, to declare in 


the Dutch parliament Thursday that 
the credibility of the politically con¬ 
servative Luns was "at stake” and he 
called for a full inquiry into "the 
exactness" of Luns' various state¬ 
ments. Although parliament rejected 
this, doubts remained in political 
circles. 

NATO officials in Brussels gave 
no indication that Luns' Job as top 
civilian executive of the alliance 
would be affected. It has been known 
for months in the Belgian capital, how¬ 
ever, that Luns may retire at secre¬ 
tary-general this year, though no an¬ 
nouncement has been made or date 
set. 

Luns was Unavailable during the 
weekend for comment, but a NATO 
spokesman said the secretary-general 
was sticking by what he had already 
slated. 

Luns served as the Netherlands' 
foreign minister for 19 years before 
taking the NATO post. 

He is regarded as one of the archi¬ 
tects of post-Second World War West¬ 
ern European unity and a strong advo¬ 
cate of Atlantic partnership. He has 
struggled to push reluctant European 
governments, Including his own. into a 
greater share of NATO's defence 
spending. 

Luns once was a leading vote- 
catcher for the Dutch Catholic Peo¬ 
ple’s party. He later expressed disap¬ 
proval of what he considered to be 
leftist tendencies in the party’s ranks 
and dissociated himself from it. He 
has not figured greatly on the Dutch 
political scene since going to NATO. 


GRAVE 
PERIL 
ON HIGH 

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Long-lived pollutants poi¬ 
soning the earth and heating 
up its atmosphere “pose 
threats too grave to be Ig¬ 
nored," the founder of 
Earth Day warns in a new 
Worldwatch Institute study 
published Saturday. 

Denis Hayes, also senior 
researcher for the Institute, 
claimed the pollutants "are 
more worrisome today than 
they were before the birth of 
the environmental move¬ 
ment." 

The long-lived pollutants 
can pose dangers for thou¬ 
sands of years, or even for¬ 
ever, Hayes said in the re¬ 
port supported by the United 
Nations Environment Pro¬ 
gram. 

He said carbon dioxide 
from the burning of gas, pe¬ 
troleum and coal was mak¬ 
ing the atmosphere warmer 
each year. The buildup could 
cause trouble early in the 
21 st century, causing a 
“greenhouse effect.” If that 
happens, melting polar Ice 
caps could make oceans rise 
dramatically, Inundating 
coastal cities. 
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Piggyback flight put off 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE,Calif. (UPI)-NASA 
engineers Saturday 

scrubbed a plan to fly the 
space shuttle Columbia 
across country to Florida 
Monday and said they could 
not reschedule the piggy¬ 
back flight until repairs 
were made. 

More than 30 small gaps 
were torn In the tail section 
of the Columbia Friday 
when the 245,000-pound cral t 
made a 17-minute test flight 
atop a 747 carrier. 

A NASA spokesman said 
the gaps were left when pro¬ 
tective tape on the exterior 
of the spacecraft worked 
loose during the flight. 

"A number of the foam 
tiles that are used to im¬ 
prove air dynamics were 
damaged or Jost,” he said. 
^''Damage to the actual ther¬ 
mal protection tiles was 
minor." 

The orblter, first In a gen¬ 
eration of shuttle craft de¬ 
signed to fly men to space 
and bring them back in an 
airplane type landing, re¬ 
mained mated to the 747 at 
the Dryden Flight Centre at 
Edwards Air Force Base. 

. Work crews removed the 
remaining adhesive tape 


that was not blown off and 
began to prepare the Colum¬ 
bia's exterior for bonding of 
foam filler tile. 

"Laboratory tests and in¬ 
flight tests aboard a T-38 
will be studied to determine 
the best procedure for bond¬ 
ing foam filler tiles in areas 
that were affected during 
the Friday test,” the spokes¬ 
man said. 


"The date of the cross¬ 
country ferry flight has been 
rescheduled."

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Amin claims 
new victories 

NAIROBI. Kenya (AP) — Ugandan President Idi Amin 
claimed new victories Saturday against an invasion force of 
Tanzanian iroops and Ugandan rebels. 

But Amin's foes and other sources said they believe the 
dictator might be waging a "radio war" bearing no re¬ 
lation to the actual fighting. 

Amin's official Radio Uganda quoted him as saying his 
troops had pushed the enemy back more than 112 kilometres 
from Kampala, the Ugandan capital. 

This came a day after a similar report by Amin of 
successes by Ills troops and two days after a Radio 
Uganda report that the invaders had suddenly driven 
to within 40 kilometres of Kampala. 

Sound information about the conflict has been una¬ 
vailable. but most independent observers here said Satur¬ 
day all of the Radio Uganda reports may have been false. 
Well-informed sources said the invaders apparently are still 
advancing slowly northward toward Kampala, but thus far 
have come no closer than 80 kilometres to the city. 

The soiirces here. Including anti-Amin Ugandan exiles, 
say the invaders have been advancing only three to 
five kilometres daily, hoping to pressure Amin into quit¬ 
ting without a major battle. 

Ugandan exile sources said the Invaders are meet¬ 
ing "some resistance but nothing serious" and there 
was no indication of Amin's promised counter-offensive. 

Observers noted that Tanzanian President Julius 
Nycrero and his military planners appeared to have learned 
a lesson from an abortive invasion that former Ugandan 
president Milton Obote launched from Tanzania in 1972 to 
try to oust Amin. That invasion, hastily organized and 
piiorly armed, collapsed in a few days. 

in ousted Obote eight years ago in a military coup, 
regime has been accused of murdering thou- 
f Ugandans and committing other gross violations of 
hqman rights.

KGB MONITORS NEWS MEET 


MOSCOW (UP!) - The mother of 
imprisoned dissident Anatoly 
Shcharansky said Saturday at a news 
conference staked out by the KGB 
secret police that authorities are with¬ 
holding information vital for her son's 
appeal. 

Ida Mllgrom, 70, told Western re¬ 
porters Soviet authorities have re¬ 
fused to give her a copy of the official 
verdict handed down on Shcharansky 
at the end of his trial in Moscow last 
July 14 when he was convicted of 
spying. 

“We need an official copy of the 
verdict as a basis on which to formu¬ 
late any appeal against the sentence." 
Mrs. Mllgrom said. 

As they left the news conference, 


held in the suburban home of a Jewish 
family that had been refused permis¬ 
sion to emigrate, a group of at least 
four photographers and newsreel cam¬ 
eramen photographed reporters. 

The men did not Identify themselves 
as KGB agents but there was little 
doubt that they were. 

“You are dealing with s—,” one of 
the men twice told reporters, at one 
point making an obscene gesture. 

Reporters were at one time regular- 
ly photographed by the KGB as they 
met dissidents, particularly during 
last summer’s series of dissident 
trials. But this was the first time it had 
been done in the last nine months. 

Shcharansky was convicted of high 
treason on charges of spying for the 


United States and sentenced to 13 
years In prison. He will have complet¬ 
ed two years of the sentence next 
Saturday. 

Mrs. Mllgrom, who kept her maiden 
name when she married, said that 
although her son has the right to re¬ 
ceive an unlimited number of letters, 
some of hers apparently do not reach 
him and those from his wife, Avltal, 
who now lives in the U.S., rarely do. 

Although Shcharansky has refused 
all work, which is a technical viola¬ 
tion, Mrs. Milgrom said she Is con¬ 
vinced the meeting scheduled with her 
son for Feb. 2 was canceled because 
Shcharansky has a copy of the trial 
verdict, which the family could use as 
the basis for an appeal.

India first 
in kiss-tell 

Possibly 
just slip 
of the nose 

COLLEGE STATION, Texas (UP1) — The peo 
pie of India may have not invented the kiss, but they 
are the first ones known to kiss and tell. 

According to Dr. Vaughn Bryant, chairman of 
Texas A & M’s anthropology department, the first 
written evidence of a couple pressing lips together in 
a kiss was recorded "in India about 2000 BC, where 
there’s a mention of what we interpret to be people 
pressing their noses together." 

"Well, okay, it's not too hard to figure out what 
happened next. Evidently they were pressing their 
noses together and somebody must have slipped and 
then found out that hitting the lips was a lot more 
sensitive than the nose. 

“It must have caught on, because by 500 BC in 
the Kama Sutra, there were 200 passages in explicit 
detail on how to kiss, so it seems in 1,500 years, the 
Indians really got carried away with it.” 

Bryant said he had no positive proof the Indians 
were the first kissers, only that they were the first to 
write about it. 

The Egyptians, Persians, Assyrians and the 
Greeks paid no homage to the pastime. It was left up 
to the Romans to usher in lip service to the West. 

"The Romans really got carried away with it. In 
literature, their poetry and prose is full of all kinds of 
references to kissing," Bryant said. “They took 
kissing with them everywhere they went, to lands 
where it had never been done before. They were our 
first kissing missionaries.” 

Bryant said, however, it wasn't until the Renais¬ 
sance that kissing became an international activity. 
He said explorers’ logs indicated that kissing was 
totally unknown to natives in North and South 
America, Africa and the South Seas, and in some 
cases, totally frightened them. 

"Western man lives in the most kiss-oriented 
culture in the world,” he said. “One way you judge 
the importance a culture places on something is the 
-number of words to describe it. Our literature is full 
of words for kissing.”

Taiwan rejects 
mainland calls 

! TAIPEI. Taiwan (UPI) — The Nationalist Chinese gov- 
erjiment on Taiwan will refuse to accept telephone calls, 
Telex messages and telegrams from China, directly or via a 
llijrd country, the government Information Office said 
Saturday. 

Government sources said the government's decision 
came after Tokyo's international telephone swtichboard 
relayed six telephone calls from Peking to Taipei Friday by 
ditiliing directly the requested Taipei numbers without 
going through the Taipei international switchboard. 

Taiwan has always banned phone calls or telegrams 
between Taiwan and China. 

In some major countries such as Japan, the United 
States, and England, operators can dial Taipei numbers 
through automatic systems without the knowledge of the 
government-operated Taipei cable office. 

Informed sources said at least one of the calls was for 
a visiting foreign journalist staying at the Grand Hotel. 

The calls were made after Peking announced that it 
would allow journalists in China to call "fellow jour¬ 
nalists" in Taipei.

Sidney council

ing awkward corners and 
unused areas, a waste of re¬ 
sources for the Army's sol 
diers. who see an urgent 
need for salvation of men— 
not primarily spiritually 
speaking either. 

"Nobody is forced to reli¬ 
gion." said Chaplain John 
Barron of the Harbor Light 
alcoholic treatment centre, 
himself a reformed alco¬ 
holic who has been saved 
both physically and spiri¬ 
tually through the Army’s 
aegis. 

"Many men don't feel that 
they have to become a part 
of the religious programs of¬ 
fered. Hundreds are back 
with their families and lead 
ing useful lives. Some of 
them have found Christ in 
their own way. while others 
still have no religion." 

Last year the Victoria 
Harbor Light program ad 
mitted 118 alcoholics for 
treatment and counselling. 
The Victoria centre is for all 
of Vancouver Island, and oc¬ 
casionally looks after men 
from Ihe mainland or out-of 
province, said Brigadier 
Tom Smith, administrator 
of Harbor Light. 

"Al present there are no 
detoxification facilities, and 
counselling often has to take 
place in the corners of corri¬ 
dors. Nor is there any place 
for rehabilitation courses. 

"The planned new facili¬ 
ties will admit at least twice 
the present number of alco¬ 
holics and give them a com¬ 
plete course in rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

"Today, men often go out 
into the world, when another 
few months of treatment 
could make Ihe difference 
between complete rehabili¬ 
tation and a borderline 
chance." 

Smith said it takes a year 
for a man lo "dry out" com¬ 
pletely. For the first few 
months after the Initial with¬ 
drawal. he Is unable to put in 
a full day's work because his 
nerve ends arc "short-cir¬ 
cuited" but he can work 214 
hours or so a day. The reha 
bllltatiun program would 
gradually improve a man s 


self-confidence so he can 
face the world on his own 
two feet. 

Although Vancouver Is¬ 
land already has five alco¬ 
holic treatment centres, 
supported by government 
agencies, non-profit organi¬ 
zations and private corpora¬ 
tions, the Salvation Army's 
rehabilitation program is 
unique and appears to have 
a higher success rate than 
others. 

The men's social services 
centre, basically a hostel for 
transient men down on their 
luck, emotionally disturbed 
or perhaps having alcohol 
problems that fall short of 
total aleoholism. is also in 
great need of better facili¬ 
ties. 

Although the expansion 
will only increase the num¬ 
ber of beds by five, the over¬ 
all facilities, including new 
dining room, kitchen and 
recreation rooms will be im 
proved, promoting effi 
cieney and keeping costs 
down. 

Poor families are always 
in need of clothing and fur 
niturc. and facilities for 
sorting and repairing 
them—combined with a sort 
of "sheltered workshop" for 
Army clients—will be ex¬ 
panded w hen the new centre 
is built. 

Island Emergency Ser 
vices—a mobile soup kit¬ 
chen for major disasters 
such as floods and fires 
have their headquarters in 
the men's social centre as 
well.

‘Heroin Treatment Act 
waste of time, money’ 


Irrational reaction , 
says law student

A 30-year-old University of Victoria law stu¬ 
dent has called the Heroin Treatment Act a 
"perpetuation of irrational and unfounded reac¬ 
tions to narcotic use” and says the legislation 
also grossly violates democratic civil liber¬ 
ties. 

Angela Bartram. a third-year law student, made 
her observations on the controversial bill known in a 
95-page paper finished in January. The three-month 
research project was done last term for Dr. Keith 
Jobson of the UVic law faculty in lieu of a course. 

Bartram said she was against narcotics laws 
even before the Heroin Treatment Act became a 
provincial issue. 

SHE DOESN'T SMOKE, drink or "fix," but she 
feels the act is a dangerous one not thought out 
intelligently. 

"It's not based on rational appraisal of the role of 
narcotics in society," Bartram said. "It's just an 
historical reaction." 

The act. proclaimed July 27,1978. sets out proce¬ 
dures to identify and treat heroin and related nar¬ 
cotics users. It requires a suspected user to attend an 
area co-ordinating centre, submit himself for exami¬ 
nation by an evaluation panel, and. if found dependent 
on heroin, to be committed by a supreme court judge 
for a mandatory three-year treatment period. 

"Thus, the act basically sets out a scheme 
whereby medical officers and peace officers work 
hand in hand in an attempt to control narcotics use and 
users," Bartram wrote. 

She called the Heroin Treatment Act "simply the 
latest but the most frightening and outrageous gov¬ 
ernment response to date" of anti-narcotics legisla¬ 
tion which reflect "an ill-informed and hysterical 
public altitude.” and which is characterized by a 
series of punitive, highly-unsueeessful and costly 
attempts to curb narcotic use. 

THE PRESUMPTION that narcotic use is a 
disease or illness which needs treatment or curing 
assures the failure of the heroin program, regardless 
of the variety of treatments imposed, she wrote. 

Bartram pointed out that ail studies show there 
are no long-term bad effects to health from heroin 
use. 

“Societal attitudes towards narcotic use are puz 
/.ling in light of numerous studies which conclude that 
narcotics, unlike alcohol and tobacco, have no perma¬ 
nent physical or psychological debilitating side-ef¬ 
fects on the user. Furthermore, there is no evidence 
that narcotic use leads to violent behavior, unlike the 
case with alcohol. In addition the evidence is clear 
that the costs to society resulting from the use of 
alcohol are staggering when compared to those 
resulting from the use of narcotics. Not only that, but 
the costs of alcohol use are largely the result of 
alcohol use per se whereas the costs of narcotic use 
are the direct result of restrictive narcotic legisla¬ 
tion. 

"THE POINT HAS BEEN made numerous times 
that to understand why alcohol and tobacco are our 
only accepted social drugs, one need only look at the 
users of these drugs and the figures of government 
revenues from the sale of tobacco and alcohol. These 
are persuasive reasons explaining the acceptance of 
alcohol and tobacco but they do not explain why 
narcotic and other drug users are so viciously perse¬ 
cuted. Clearly the persecution cannot be justified on 
'health' grounds." 

She emphasized that heroin itself isn't harmful. 
What is damaging, however, is the substance with 
which heroin is "cut," the impurities of dirty needles 
and the lifestyles users are forced to lead. 

"IN THIS CONTEXT, the Heroin Treatment Act 
represents an odd pastiche of approaches conceptu¬ 
ally inconsistent with one another. It strongly main¬ 
tains the view that narcotic use is a legal (criminal) 
problem while simultaneously attempting to graft on 
the view that it is also a pharmacological and a 
psychological or social problem. Surely if narcotic 
use is to be viewed as a 'disease’ or, inconsistently, as 
behavior arising out of psychological imbalances 
attributable to social factors, the user must be seen 
as a victim, not a criminal. 

"Obviously, in British Columbia, we have not yet 
accepted that the treatment of narcotic use as a 
criminal or medical problem has been a failure. If we 
are tentatively asserting that social factors are the

prime contributors to narcotic use. as the Heroin 
Treatment Act and the position of the British Colum¬ 
bia Alcohol and Drug Commission would indicate, 
why are no efforts being directed at the identification 
and possible alteration of these factors instead of 
focussing solely on their victims? 

"Notwithstanding the view that the narcotics 
problem’ is threatening to overwhelm the criminal 
justice system, federal statistics would suggest oth¬ 
erwise. Although the number of offences increased 
dramatically from 279 in 1969 to a peak of 1,290 in 1973, 
since that time there has been a steady decline until, 
in 1977, there were only 375 convictions." 

SHE ALSO BACKED UP her argument with 
statistics showing that the number of convictions for 
heroin offences decreased since 1973 and that the rate 
of increase of new users in this province has also 
decreased since 1973. In 1974. she stated, there were 
47.8 per cent fewer new heroin users identified than 
the previous year, and another yearly decrease of 24.4 
per cent was reported in 1975. Bartram quoted her 
figures from a Bureau of Dangerous Drugs publica¬ 
tion. 

The student, who was given an "A” for her paper, 
said that the thrust of the Heroin Treatment Act dealt 
with the criminal law rather than any health legisla¬ 
tion. As an example, she pointed out that to commit a 
person to the treatment, no evidence was needed of 
any crime being committed, nor did there have to be 
any evidence that a workable treatment program was 
available. As a matter of fact, she continued, most of 
the treatment program outlined has already been 
proven failures. 

"One further point in connection with constitu¬ 
tional objections to the Heroin Treatment Act is the 
fact that Canada is a signatory lo the International 
Covenant on Civil and Political Rights, Article 7 of 
which reads: 

'NO ONE SHALL BE subjected to torture or to 
cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment or punish¬ 
ment. In particular, no one shall be subjected without 
his free consent to medical or scientific experimenta 
lion.' 

“To be subjected to incarceration up to a period of 
three years, and compulsory 'treatment' on the 
justification that one is suffering from an 'illness' is in 
itself cruel and degrading treatment. Furthermore, 
the B.C. Alcohol and Drug Commission recognizes 
that virtually all treatment programs designed to 
'cure' narcotic addiction have had only marginal 
success in the past and that the proposed treatment 
program in B.C. will include such experimental 
methods as hypnotherapy, bio-feedback and acu¬ 
puncture. To subject persons compulsorily lo 'treat¬ 
ment' which is as yet untested would seem to violate 
the international agreement." 

WHAT IT BOILS DOWN to, she maintains, is that 
the purpose of the act is to get people involved in 
criminal activities off the street 

About the only new thing about the program is 
after-treatment supervision, which she said may lead 
to a higher rate of recidivism. 

Her message is that there is no need for the Heroin 
Treatment Act, that the legislation is one horrendous 
waste of time and money. 


Experts study leaky reservoir

Foraboul fouryears the Dawson 
Reservoir in Central Saanich has 
been leaking water al the rate of 
four to five gallons a minute, and 
last week the Saanich Peninsula 
Water Commission formed a com¬ 
mittee lo look into the problem. 

The committee is composed of 
commission representatives 
James Fisher and Ken Halley, and 
Capital Region District engineers 
Norman Howard and Michael Wil¬ 
liams. It will report back March 27 
at the commission's next meet¬ 
ing. 

Commission vice-chairman 
Dave Hill, a Central Saanich al¬ 
derman. said Saturday in an inter¬ 
view the committee will try lo 
solve the technical problem of the 
leak itself and the legal problem of 
how to compensate people whose 
houses or property are affected by 
leaking water. 

Hill said Ihe two committee 


members are qualified to deal with 
the problem. Halley is an engineer 
who was "involved in the Dawson 
Reservoir right from the time it 
was built by the Brentwood Water 
District." Fisher is a lawyer. 

Hill said the 2.3 million gallon 
reservoir near Butchart Gardens 
has leaked about four or five gal¬ 
lons a minute from the time it was 
filled, about four years ago. 

Nothing was done about it at that 
time because it was estimated it 
could cost about $100,000 to seal the 
leaks, and because officials want¬ 
ed to be sure that excess w ater was 
from the reservoir and not from 
other sources such as springs, Hill 
said. 

Hill said that last year Central 
Saanich municipality spent about 
$ 1 ,000 from its water utility fund 
for drainage work around the 
house of Sandra McCusker. 1205 
Benvenuto Avenue. 

“But the drainage doesn't seem 
to be working," Hill said. 

According to an engineering re¬ 
port. the reservoir leaks onto the 


McCusker garage floor, and her 
garage floor and backyard are ex¬ 
cessively damp. 

Hill said the municipality also 
spent a small amoqnt for staff 
labor, about $200, for ditching in 
the reservoir area. 

"We know it leaks. You can go up 
there (on the western side of the 
peninsula, south of Benvenuto Av¬ 
enue) and see it leak. It runs right 
through the (front) walls at about 
four or five gallons a minute." 

He said the reservoir leaks more 
when the water level is higher 

A Feb. 19 report by Thurber Con¬ 
sultants Ltd. of Victoria says the 
reservoir sometimes leaks about 
4.4 gallons a minute, and it pro¬ 
poses three solutions: 

• Restrict the water level In the 
reservoir to about 15 feet 

• Install waterproof lining on 
the reservoir walls al a eost of 
about $92,500. 

• Build a wotcr drainage system 
on the McCusker property. She 
would have to leave her house 
while It was lifted and drainage 


tiles placed underneath. The re¬ 
port says adjustments to the house 
could cost about $11,000, not in 
eluding payment to her while the 
house was uninhabitable. The re 
port says leakage would still con 
tinue and the flow could affect 
adjoining properties. 

In January, 1977, the reservoir 
built at the site of an abandoned 
rock quarry, was taken over by 
Central Saanich from the Brent 
wood Water District. 

At that time, the Sidney, Brent 
wood and Deep Cove water dls 
tricts were absorbed into their 
respective municipalities. 

In the spring of 1977, the reser 
voir was taken over by the regional 
district. 

The reservoir, w hile It serves the 
Brentwood area, is considered to 
be part of the total regional water 
service. 

Costs pertaining to the reservoir 
ure charged lo all three peninsula 
municipalities—Sidney, Central 
Saanich and North Saanich.

Two Chinas agree to meet on Olympics 


LAUSANNE. Switzerland (AP) — The Internation¬ 
al Olympic Committee was close to a major break¬ 
through Saturday night and planned to bring sports 
officials from the peoples Republic of China and 
Taiwan together for talks on Chinese participation in 
the Olympic Games, 

Song Zhong, general secretary of the Olympic 
Committee of the Peoples Republic, spent an hour 
with the IOC executive board and said his committee 
was agreeable to such talks. 

The Olympic Committee of Taiwan, which already 
is recognized by the IOC. also has agreed to the 
meeting. Lord Killanin, president of the IOC, told a 
news conference. 

“The executive board welcomes this positive ap¬ 
proach and has offered to act as mediator,” Killanin 
said. “A meeting could be held in Lausanne, at the 
IOC headquarters, under my chairmanship." 

Killanin said he hopes the talks could take place 
before the end of this month so that the executive 
board can make a formal recommendation to the full 


IOC session at Montevideo, Uruguay, in the first 
week in April. 

The Olympic Committee of mainland China has ap¬ 
plied for IOC recognition but until now always has 
maintained that recognition must be withdrawn from 
Taiwan. 

"A change of attitude has taken place in the last 
few weeks," Killanin said. 

Henry Hsu, IOC member for Taiwan, has written 
to Killanin saying that whatever solution is reached 
the Olympic committee on the island should retain its 
independence. 

IOC members, in Lausanne for the executive 
board meeting, believe that if the talks take place, 
the IOC will become the first body to bring the two 
Chinas together since the Communists took control of 
the mainland in 1949. 

Song gave no indication of a change of heart by 
Peking when he left the executive board meeting and 
held a news conference. 

"There is only one China," he said, "and that is an 
established fact. That is the People’s Republic of 
China.”

Whal (hey are achieving is 
splendidly obvious: 

The light lines and mag¬ 
nificent colors of Tintoret¬ 
to’s frescoes at the Scuola di 
San Roceo have been restor¬ 
ed: the Cathedral Church of 
San Pietro di Castello once 
again is as imposing as when 
it was the seat of the Venice 
Patriarchate; canvases 
nearly the size of tennis 
courts at the Palazzo Ducale 
have been restored to their 
original hues: the Loggetta 
del Sansovino at the foot of 
the Campanile di San Marco 
glistens again with the deli¬ 
cate sheen of ancient mar¬ 
bles. Grace and beauty re- 
emerge from a' glorious 
past. 

It would be grossly unfair 
now to suggest that while 
foreigners are saving Veit 
ice. Italians are doing noth 
ing. Foreigners do the fin¬ 
ancing and organizing, but 
Italians do most of the ac¬ 
tual work. 

Venice, the world was re¬ 
minded. was sinking. It was 
only a question of time be¬ 
fore the sumptuous palaces 
would crumble into the 
canals. Not only were some 
of the foundations weaken 
Ing. hut the level of the city 
itself was sinking because 
water from underground 
was being used to fill wells 
and reservoirs. 

Once a stop was pul to this 
practice and an alternate 
water supply found, (he 
sinking stopped. In fact, the 
city level seemed to rise a 
little. 

Another disaster was pol¬ 
lution that ate into bronze 
and stone, corroding some of 
the world's most beautiful 
monuments. Fumes from 
chimneys of oil-processing 
plants at Marghera. a short 
distance from the lagoon, 
were the main offenders. 

Last winter, the giant firm 
of Montedison inaugurated 
one of Europe's more mod¬ 
ern plants for treating petro¬ 
chemical wastes. Further¬ 
more, the city of Venice and 
the Marghera industries 
have formed a consortium to 
purify all chemical wastes 
discharged into the lagoon. 

Ancient and inefficient 
sewers that pollute the 
w aters are another problem. 
So UNESCO, in co-operation 
with the U.S.. has arranged 
for six Italian experts to be 
given a lour of the most 
modern installations for fil¬ 
tering and purification of 
water In Maryland. Pennsyl¬ 
vania, California and 
Texas. 

Then there is the never- 
ending problem of high tides 
that completely submerge 
parts of the city. 

Proposed solutions to this 





problem even included some 
sort of enormous balloons 
that would have blocked all 
entrances to the lagoon from 
the Adriatic sea at high tide, 
a project rejected last year 
by the Italian government. 

Since no city can live un¬ 
less it is lived in, a number 
of buildings are being mod¬ 
ernized without spoiling 
them as works of art. This 
demands extensive city 
planning. 

Venice was in such terri¬ 
ble shape that much re¬ 
mains to be done. But all 
indications are that Venice 
not only can but will be 
saved. And the drive to save 
a city of unequalled beauty 
also furnishes an Important 
example of international 
solidarity.

Matsushima Bay is dotted 
by 260 pine-dad islands and 
it is one of Japan's "scenic 
trio" of such charming 
areas, the other two being 
Amanohashidate on the 
Japan Sea coast north of 
Kyoto and Itsukushima Is¬ 
land in Hiroshima Bay. 

II seems that every island 
in this bay is different — 
some inhabited, some lush, 
some barren, some with 
caves, some with tunnels 
and archways that have 
been hollowed out by the 
waves. It is amazing that 
pines can thrive on some of 
the islets with so little soil 
but all seem healthy and 
green. Strangely, the view 
here is spectacular in all 
kinds of weather — sun¬ 
shine, rain or snow, at dawn 
or sunset, or particularly at 
midnight 

There are boat trips that 
extend for anywhere frtim 
one to four hours — in dart¬ 
ing between the islands, cir¬ 
cumnavigating the bay or 
one-way trips to Shiogama, 
another resort city to the 
south. The trip can be made 
by charter in a tiny craft, 
often with a woman skipper, 
or in a huge brightly painted 
(usually orange) tourist ves¬ 
sel that looks like a sea drag¬ 
on rising oul of the water 

Picture opportunities on 
the bay are many and you 
alsqcan view Japanese fish 
ermen tending dozens and 
dozens of eel farms along 
your route (the eel business 
is big here, as it is in other 
seaside Asian ardas). 

Bui. there is more in Mat¬ 
sushima than the delight of a 
bay lour. The people here 
are less hurried than those 
of Tokyo and the shopping is 
more leisurely with prices 
better tuned to the tow value 
of the U S. dollar vs. the 
Japanese yen. 

The top shoreside attrac¬ 
tion other than promenad 
ing, perhaps, is the National 
Treasures Zuiganji Temple. 
It is reached via a long grav¬ 
eled avenue of stately Japa¬ 
nese cryptomeria frees. 
Along the way ary many 
caves dug out of solid rock, 
some divided into Iwo floors 
and once used by the travel¬ 
ing priests back in the ninth 


century. As anyone knows, 
temples are a dime a dozen 
in Japan but Zuiganji has 
rooms, including the Pea¬ 
cock Room that are truly 
striking. These sights are 
available only five minutes 


from the excitement of 
shoreside activity. 

Matsushima, truly, is a 
place to relax. You can ob¬ 
serve the Japanese enjoying 
themselves to the fullest and 
in an authentic atmosphere.

The mama-san of this 
B&B business is 53-year-old 
Jane Brown, a retired 
schoolteacher. And because 
she lives so near Berkeley 
and the University of Cali¬ 
fornia campus, students and 
professors were forever 
knocking on her door seek¬ 
ing cheap accommodations. 

Finally, the idea struck 
Jane Brown had traveled the 
bed and breakfast route in 
Britain and Europe.

Off the beaten track? You 
bet! Worth the effort? That’s 
for sure. 

What’s the attraction? Hot 
springs. 

Your first sight, stepping 
ashore at remote Hot 
Springs Cove on Vancouver 
Island, is a cluster of well- 
built and attractively pro¬ 
portioned buildings. Yet 
something is wrong. No 
glass shines from the win¬ 
dows. Pages of a 1936 Vic¬ 
toria Daily Colonist flutter 
from between broken walls 
of the sturdy home. 

Hot Springs Cove General 
Store, former headquarters 
for a Vancouver Island west 
coast fishing fleet, is aban¬ 
doned. 

Located on Ciayuquot 
Sound's north side, the 
Cove’s nearest road access 
is Tofino. at the terminus of 
the Island's Highway t. To¬ 
fino is on Clayoquot Sound's 
southern side. Small trailer- 
able boats brought in on the 
highway can approach the 
Cove through protected 
waters. Passing behind 
Vargas and Flores Islands, 
they turn from Sidney Inlet 
into the famous cove. The 
docks are in excellent condi¬ 
tion. Float planes can land 
in the calm waters, bringing 
in boatless visitors. The 
cove is also used by seafolk 
as a weather refuge.

In the I930's, Ivan Clarke 
began the settlement with 
his first store. A small In¬ 
dian community grew up on 
the shore opposite the store. 
In 1961. on Good Friday, an 
earthquake shattered the 
Alaskan coast, causing 
great tidal waves. The In¬ 
dian village in Hot Springs 
Cove was washed away. Al¬ 
though the government re¬ 
built the village in a safer 
location, the Indians had had 
enough, and never re¬ 
turned. 

Economical reality even¬ 
tually forced the Clarke 
family to close down the 
centre. But the Clarkes, who 
began it all. left a legacy to 
British Columbians: a 35- 
acre dot of land containing 
the springs was given to the 
provincial government for 
park use. 

The hot springs, visited 
only by fishermen, holiday¬ 
ing boaters, or seaplanes, 
burst out of the rocks and 
tumble poul by pool directly 
into the ocean rollers. 

A half-an-hour’s walk 
from the abartdoned store 
over a beautifully construct¬ 
ed but deteriorating board¬ 
walk brings one out to the 
ocean front. It meanders 
under and over fallen trees, 
up stairs and down, until it 
reaches the rock cleft where 
the springs begin. 

The highesl pool is much 
too hot for bathing use, but. 
next in line is ... . yes. a 
real old-style clawfooted 
bathtub nestled in the rocks, 
and fed with a hose from (he 
steaming creek. Topped up 
by the hose, the tub needs 
about half-an-hour to cool to 
bearable temperature. 

Next in line is the shower, 
a miniature waterfall for 
those with cast-iron hides. 
Four or five pools follow. 
Each is fed by the other, 
each is a little cooler than its 
predecessor. The final pool 
is laced with the salt ocean 
water at high tide. 

Steam hangs over the 
rocks in lazy drifts, giving 
reason to the Indian name, 
‘‘Smoking Waters." 

Bathers in soapy birthday 
suits scrub away evidence of 
their fishing successes. Se¬ 
parated according to their 
temperature preference, 
they spend an hour or two. 
no matter what the weath¬ 
er.

Garden Notes 
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COT FLOWERS (H.C., Victoria) 

Bulb flowers from the garden 
should have their stems cut cleanly on 
the slant with a very sharp knife or a 
razor blade; dull scissors can crush the 
stem tissues and block the uptake of 
water. 

Flowers from the florist or super¬ 
market should have their stem ends 
cut again before arranging. Bulb flow¬ 
ers with blanched white stem ends 
should have such ends split with a 
vertical cut through the white portion 
up into the green area; this makes for a 
better water intake. 

Flowers with hollow stems often 
develop an air bubble in the stem end, 
blocking the uptake of water. This 
can be prevented by cutting the stem 
ends under water, or it can be reme¬ 
died by pricking the stem with a needle 
several places along its length and 
near the blossom. This allows the air 
bubble to escape and water to reach 
the flower head. 

A little salt — not iodized — in the 
water will help flowers last a little 
longer; use about half a teaspoonful 
per pint. It is better, though, to use 
Floralife, Vitonex or Chrysal, avail¬ 
able from most florists. 

With sprays of blossoms from flow¬ 
ering shrubs and fruit trees, split 
the ends of the stems, then condition 
by standing them for four hours in a 
deep container of water with house¬ 
hold ammonia added, one teaspoonful

per quart, then arrange in plain 
water. , 

POISONOUS RHUBARB (T.McC., 
Mill Bay) 

It is quite true that rhubarb leaves 
are poisonous. They contain oxalic 
acid in sufficient quantities to make a 
person quite sick, which is why we eat 
only the stalks, never the leafy parts. 
In fact, our forefathers used to boil up 
a mess of rhubarb leaves to make a 
poisonous spray against insect pests 
in the garden. 

This does not mean, however, that 
rhubarb leaves are poisonous to the 
soil or to the compost heap. If you just 
think about it for a moment, you can 
see the fallacy of this commonly held 
belief. 

In nature, the wild rhubarb drops 
its leaves just like any other plant, and 
if these poisoned the soil, the plant 
would die and rhubarb would become 
extinct. In compost bins, the custom¬ 
ary sprinkle of lime neutralizes the 
oxalic acid in the leaves. 

GERANIUMS FROM SEED (B.J., 
Victoria) 

Geraniums grown from ordinary 
seeds arc often quite slow in coming 
Into bloom; it is quite common for 18 
months to elapse before the first flow¬ 
er appears. 

Flowering can be hastened to some 
extent by growing the plants ‘ hard". 


that is, under cool conditions and in- 
full sun. with no fertilizer and in rather 
lean, gritty soil maintained a little on 
the dry side. It helps, too, if the roots 
are constricted, in pots just a little too 
small. 

Recently there have been severa. 
strains of geraniums developed which 
come into bloom much earlier in life. 
One of these is Nittany Lion, developed 
at Penn State University and named 
after the university's famous mascot. 
Another is the Carefree strain, and 
more recently, the Sprinter geraniums 
developed in England, available in 
many different colors, and which will 
often bloom in less than three 
months. 

MOURNING BRIDE (F.C., Nanai¬ 
mo) 

The almost-black maroon flower 
you arc seeking, with prominent yel¬ 
low stamens like pins in a pincushion, 
is the annual Scabious known as 
Mourning Bride. In spite of its sombre 
name, it is a handsome flower, dis¬ 
tinctive and very much in demand by 
floral art devotees. 

I'm afraid I can't tell you where you 
can buy seeds of this one. To the best of 
my knowledge, seeds of the annual 
Scabious arc never sold in separate 
colors, only in a mixture. You would 
have to buy the mixed seeds and hope 
the very dark maroon flower will turn 
up among the other shades. 


WASHINGTON — Not 
every lobbyist In Washing¬ 
ton is working against the 
public interest. There are 
many young idealistic peo¬ 
ple in Washington living on a 
pittance to preserve the 
great natural beauty of this 
country. 

One of them is Robert Fri¬ 
sco who represents the So¬ 
ciety to Save the American 
Pothole. 

He came to my office hop¬ 
ing I could help publicize his 
cause. 

"The American pothole is 
becoming extinct," he said, 
“and may go the way of the 
American buffalo.” 

“I didn’t know that,” I 
said. “It seems to me that 
everywhere I drive I see a 
pothole." 

“That's what the pothole 
repairers want you to think. 
But 20 years ago this coun¬ 
try had 40 billion potholes. In 
one generation we're down 
to 30 billion. By the end of 
the century there could be

The trouble with the word "insan¬ 
ity" is that it has never been a medical 
or scientific word, but purely a legal 
one. The way the law is worded in any 
particular state defines the condition, 
and up to now no unanimously satisfac¬ 
tory definition has been found. 

Is a man who kills and buries a 
score of youths "sane” or “insane"? 
We might say that anyone who could 
bring himself to do this is per se 
insane; one the other hand, we might 
say that the cunning and delibera¬ 
tion indicated he was sane. 

How do we resolve this? There Is no 
way out of this true dilemma, except 
by escaping through the horns. And 
that is by creating another category, a 
tertium quid, as the ancient philoso¬ 
phers put it, called "moral Insanity," I 
have long advocated such a class of 
offenses. 

For Instance, was Hitler sane or In¬ 
sane? On one level, he suffered from 
paranoia and megalomania, accom- 


less than a billion potholes in 
the entire nation." 

"What can we do to pre¬ 
serve them?" I asked. 

“We have to get Congress 
to pass a law declaring the 
American pothole a national 
landmark.” 

"Of course," I said. 

“But the law has to have 
teeth in it. Anyone caught 
filling a pothole must be 
subject to a stiff fine and 
even a prison term. The de¬ 
partment of transportation 
has to set up a national po¬ 
lice force which would guard 
the potholes against the vi¬ 
cious repair crews in the 
cities and counties who go 
out at night and try to fill in 
the hole.” 

"That could cost a lot of 
money." I said. 

"What are a few dollars 
compared to the life of a 
pothole?” Frisco said. 
"Have you ever seen what 
man does when he finds a 
pothole?” 

“I have on television, but 
not in real life." 


“It's pitiful. First they 
take axes and chip away at 
the sides of the hole. Then 
they batter it with heavy 
shovels. And finally they 
pour hot black tar and as¬ 
phalt into the hole. It makes 
me sick. The pothole doesn't 
have a chance." 

“No wonder they only do it 
at night. But why do grown 
men want to fill potholes?" 

"For the sport of it. They 
justify their bloodthirstiness 
by saying that potholes arc 
dangerous to automobiles 
and trucks and school buses. 
But potholes don't cause ac¬ 
cidents, people cause 
them." 

"The Anti-Pothole lobby 
in this country is very 
strong. What happens if you 
can't get a bill through to 
preserve them?” 

“Then we'll go into the 
streets. Our people are pre¬ 
pared to throw their bodies 
across any hole that some¬ 
one tries to fill in. We may 
even sit in the larger ones to 
protect them. We have to 


dramatize our cause even if 
it means going to jail." 

! told Firsco, "I admire 
you for taking on a lost 
cause. But it seems to me 
that most people couldn't 
care less about preserving 
the country’s potholes." 

“We’re getting a lot more 
support than you think. For 
one thing time is now on our 
side, and many governors 
and mayors are reluctant to 
spend money to fill their pot¬ 
holes. If we can get Con¬ 
gress to pass a pothole 
preservation law, they will 
have a perfect excuse not to 
fill any of them. 

"You're doing great 
work,” I said. 

"We’re not doing it for 
ourselves, but for our chil¬ 
dren and their children. 
When you talk about pot¬ 
holes, you're talking about 
peoples' roots. No one has a 
right to cover this country 
with concrete. Every time 
someone fills in a pothole, 
something in all of us 
dies." 


panied by hysteria and melancholia. 
But shouid he have been acquitted of 
his crimes, and adjudged "mentally 
incapable" because of these personal¬ 
ity defects? 

He was also a wicked man. by any 
standard you care to use — not merely 
in what he did to his professed enemies 
but in what he did to Germany, to his 
own people, deluded and mesmerized 
by him. 

People like him suffer from "moral 
Insanity" as well as whatever mental 
quirks they may possess. Others arc 
not real to them, others exist only to be 
used, manipulated or disposed of, in 
pursuit of some obscure egocentric 
goal. ? 

Most heinous criminals, whether 
leaders of gangs or of nations, possess 
this enormous blind spot. They are not 
lunatics in any clinical sense of the 
word, in that they function well and 
often brilliantly; but they are cracked 


and disjointed in their area of sym-: 
pathy for their fellow creatures, driv-' 
en by the need to dominate and de¬ 
stroy. 

A mass-murderer is crazy to do 
what he does, but not crazy in the way 
he does it, or conceals it, or manages to 
live with it until he is discovered or 
deposed. Stalin, as well as Hitler, pos¬ 
sessed this kind of moral insanity to¬ 
ward anyone he felt was in his way. 
Most despots are merely criminals in a 
larger theatre of action. 

The law. as it now stands, will get 
absolutely nowhere trying to decide if 
the killer of a score of youths is "in¬ 
sane" or not. Mental health (or illness) 
is not a sharply defined science, and 
perhaps can never be. A moral lunatic 
is someone who is utterly mad and 
frightfully sane at the same time 
— and our present system of jurispru¬ 
dence and criminology does not know 
what to do with him.

East 
saw nothing more attrac¬ 
tive, so he continued with 
his club ace and another, 
giving West the immediate 
ruff, 

West tried to cash his ace 
of hearts, but declarer 
ruffed to shock the 
defense. Next came the 
spade ace and the spade 
queen and West was stuck. 

A heart lead was obvi¬ 
ously wrong, so West led a 
diamond. This trapped 
East’s queen and declarer 
lost only three clubs and 
the trump king to end the 
game and rubber. 

"It would have been bet¬ 
ter for you to wait with 
your club tricks instead of 
giving me a ruff," 
lamented West. 


"Perhaps,” replied 
East. "But your silly dou¬ 
ble cost us the rubber. If 
declarer plays correctly, 
he can make his contract 
regardless of what I leadat 
trick two.” 

If East leads back a 

heart at trick two, declarer 
succeeds if he discards a 
club and allows West to 
win his ace. Now, West 
cannot lead without yield¬ 
ing an entry to dummy and 
declarer can discard an¬ 
other loser on the king of 
hearts.

ford anglers fly fishing and 
trolling, but one sure way to 
test-fish a lake' this early in 
the season is by bobber fish¬ 
ing, or just letting your bait 
rest on the bottom. 

The time to try fly fishing,, 
spinning or trolling is on the' 
warmer days and evenings. 

But, just as the fly fisher¬ 
man considers himself 
something special, so does 
the bait fisherman consider 
himself an expert. 

BOBBER, or float, fishing 
is a good way to test-fish to 
see if there are any trout 
around. If they will take 
anything, they will usually 
take a'worm fished below a 
bobber at the right depth. 

You can pop a bobber into 
any lake, but it pays to use a 
little thought to find a point 
or place to fish. 

Try a spot near to where a 
little creek enters the lake.

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or in a bay. Look for shal¬ 
lows with deep water adja¬ 
cent. The trout live in the 
deep water, but they come 
out to the shallows to feed. 

In the early part of the 
year the water in the shal¬ 
lows warms up more quickly 
and provides more food. 

TAKE ALONG a fly rod 
when you go bobber fishing. 
Then, if you get to the lake 
and find trout rising all 
around you, you can try a 
little fly fishing. 

Use small floats for bob¬ 
ber fishing. A very slender 
tapered float works fine, 
with sufficient weight to 
make the float sit upright 
... rather more weight than 
less. 

Try two or three feet of 
leader, and depending upon 
how finicky the fish are, you 
should use two or four- 
pound-test leader in the day¬ 
time and early evening. 

In late evenings when the 
fishing warms up and things 
get lively you are better off 
with a six to eight-pound-test 
leader. 

DISTANCE from float to 
hook is often determined by 
how long a leader you can 
cast with, although if you 
are lucky enough to have 
one of Barney Steel’s anten¬ 
na floats (they are hard to 
find now) you can cast and 
fish bobber and bait at any 
predetermined depth. 


The fish seem to swim in 
schools around a lake. When 
they hit the spot where you 
are fishing, you must get the 
fish in and your line out 
again in a hurry. Try to hold 
the school. 

In the darkness use heavy 
leaders because it is hard to 
tie on fresh hookups if you 
lose them. Also in early sea¬ 
son fishing your hands get 
cold in the evening and it is 
harder to tie knots. 

NATURAL cork-colored 
floats are probably better to 
deceive the fish, but they 
place the angler at a disad¬ 
vantage in watching the 
float in poor light. 

You can see a fluorescent 
or white float as soon as it 
moves, and you can strike 
the fish. But, with darker 
floats in waning light you 
have to squat at water level 
to watch your float. Some¬ 
times you even ha ve to lie on 
the ground to watch the 
float. 

During the daytime the 
neutral colors are undoub¬ 
tedly less offensive to fish. 

Anglers have a choice of 
bait. In the United States 
bobber fishermen use kernel 
corn and marshmallows of 
assorted colors for rainbow 
trout. I have fished corn 
successfylly in East Kooten- 
sy lakes 

HERE WE mostly use 
worms, but you can use mud

shrimp, partially boiled and 
then frozen in a brine solu¬ 
tion (you get them while dig¬ 
ging clams), roe, paste or 
single salmon eggs. 

Use paste on small No. 10 
or 12 treble hooks and your 
own prepared roe on No 6, 8 
or 10 hooks. 

For worms try a No. 6 
trout hook with a turned-up 

eye. 

When using roe use the 
same bait hookup as for 
steelhead. with a loop along 
the shank of the hook to hold 
the roe. 

For roe try a fairly stiff 
leader, such as Bell, Berk¬ 
ley, Weber or Imperial. The 
stiff leader is easier to han¬ 
dle when pulling the line 
back to make a loop to hold 
the roe. 

FOR WORMS try a soft or 
limp leader like Stren or 
Trilene. 

Fly line dressing from 
float to rod will make it ea¬ 
sier to pick up the line and 
strike the fish. 

You should keep your line 
mended, so as to be ready to

strike as soon as a fish dips 
the bobber in the water. 
Don't get a big wow in your 
line, or you won't be able to 
strike quickly enough 

For bobber fishing a little 
care pays off with fish in the 
creel. 

Dress in dark clothes and 
keep as still as possible on 
the beach. 

NOISES make vibrations. 
Don't talk any more than 
necessary, and of all things 
don't wash your hands in the 
water. 

Bobber fishing is usually 


best when the bail is kept 
close to the bottom where 
the fish feed. You must 
judge the depth from float to 
hook. 

When your hook fouls on 
the bottom your float will 
lay on Its side. 

When it is fishing right, it 
will sit straight up. 

When it bobs down under 
(he water, or pulls off to one 
side, that is what you have 
been waiting fur ... a trout is 
taking the bait. Give the rod 
a sharp lug to strike that fish 
and set the hook.

interview with the girl in the 
revealing clothes. 

"It was really disgust 
ing." said the mother of 
three children, aged 5,7 and 
10 living in Halifax, York 
shire.

By infant I presume you 
mean she is in the first year 
of life. Some consider in¬ 
fancy as the period before a 
baby can stand unaided.

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known parents to get rattled 
with a child's thumbsucking 
one moment and the next put 
a pacifier in the baby’s 
mouth. 

Thumbsucking usually 
continues after the bottle- 
feeding stage, but even at 
five years it is probably 
more upsetting to the par¬ 
ents than harmful to the

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Two population control 
experts differed sharply Friday over the effectiveness 
of family planning programs in curbing world popula¬ 
tion growth. 

Justin Blackwelder, president of the Environmen¬ 
tal Fund, told the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
such programs are useless and should be replaced by 
government “disincentives” — primarily economic — 
to discourage large families. 

Fred Pinkham of the Population Crisis Committee, 
however, urged even greater Investment In family 
planning programs, saying such spending now ‘‘will 
save the world billions in dollars and resources” in the 
ftlture. 

Blackwelder criticized the U.S. Office of Population 


for spending millions of dollars "on the ridiculously 
naive notion that if you deluge the world with more and 
better contraceptives, you will lower the birth rale.” 

He said the United States should encourage otner 
governments to follow the example of Singapore, which 
requires families with more than three children to pay 
full social and medical costs for the additional off¬ 
spring. 

Blackwelder said such a plan allows “absolute 
freedom of reproduction." but makes it “less attrac¬ 
tive” to have large families. 

Pinkham said it would be “very risky” for the 
United States to try to push other nations into imposing 
such limits on family growth, but said family planning 
services should be available for use on a fully voluntarv 
basis.

The possibility of a link 
between the Liberation cell, 
which held the British diplo¬ 
mat for 59 days, and the 
Chenier group which cap¬ 
tured the labor minister, is 
still being debated nine 
years after the October Cri¬ 
sis of 1970. 

But Cross, in a sworn 
statement submitted in evi¬ 
dence Friday at the pre¬ 
liminary hearing of Jacques 
Lanctot, one of his accused 
abductors, raises the possi¬ 
bility again. 

Lanctot, 33, has been 
bound for trial on charges of 
conspiracy, kidnapping, 
forcible detention and extor¬ 
tion in congectinn with the 
case. The date will be set in 
May. 

Louise Cossette-Trudel 
and her husband Jacques 
are also charged with parti¬ 
cipating in Cross's abduc¬ 
tion and will stand trial Mav 
16. 

Cross, who w as kidnapped 
Oct. 5. said in his statement, 
made to police just after his 
release, that he and his cap¬ 
tors learned of Laporte's ab¬ 
duction Oct. 10—a .Saturday 
—on the radio. 

"It came as a complete 
surprise to them, as far as I 
could judge." Cross said. 
"They were jumping up and • 
down and screaming, 'La¬ 
porte has been captured.' " 

But by the following Mon¬ 
day, Cross added, "m.v clear 
impression was that they es¬ 
tablished contact with the 
Chenier cell." 

On that day, "Lanctot 
came back and said that I 
was much better treated 
than Laporte. 1 think it was 
Lanctot. 

"Then he started to talk to 
the others, (but) it was hard 
to make out what they were 
saying for they were speak¬ 
ing in a low voice, in French, 
and most of the talking was 
done in another room. 

"I heard that Laporte was 
strictly held and that he was 
babbling." 

On Friday, Oct. 16. the 
night before Laporte's body 
was found in the trunk of a 
ear at nearby St. Hubert air¬ 
port, Cross and his abduc¬ 
tors watched a televised 
statement by either Prime 
Minister Trudeau or then 
Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa. 

"I heard in the back¬ 
ground Mrs. Cossette-Tru- 
del make the remark—and 
this I am absolutely certain 
of—'Laporte est morf ('La¬ 
porte is dead’)." 

Cross said he could not say 
in what sense the remark 
was made "because of the 
language barrier.”,He has 
acknowledged that his 
French wasn't fluent. 

The next night. Saturday. 
Oct. 17, brought the news of 
the "body in the trunk." It 
was Laporte’s body. 

"My clear impression," 
stated Cross, "Is that this 
was absolutely no surprise 
to them, that they were ex¬ 
pecting this: there was no 
shock." 

The day after that “most 
terrible night in my life. , . 

he added, "Lanctot made 
the remark to me, 'How do 
you think I feel? I was sick 
to my stomach when I heard 
of Laporte's death.' " 

Responding lo police ques¬ 
tions in his statement. 
Cross, now a senior civil ser¬ 
vant in London, said he 
heard only the -names of 
Jacques and Paul Rose, 
Francis Simard and Ber-

nard Lortie mentioned on 
television and radio. That 
quartet was later convicted 
in the Laporte case. 

Of his own abductors, 
Cross mentioned a second 
woman called "Denise." 
whom he described as "fair¬ 
ly slim . . .. medium height, 
smaller than Mrs. Cossette- 
Trudel, more intellectual, 
much more educated." 

He believed Denise left 
the group in mid-November. 
No sixth kidnapper has been 
charged, although thre have 
been published speculation 
about a mysterious "Mr. 
X," described as a fifth 
male participant in Cross’ 
abduction. 

Cross said his abductors 
used nicknames for them¬ 
selves—Joseph, Josephine, 
Alain, Pierre, Richard and 
Denise. He said he thought 
the Cossette-Trudels were 
Joseph and Josephine. 

The former trade eommis- 
stoner said he suspected a 
lot of planning went into his 
kidnapping, that "they had a 
very detailed knowledge" of 
his street, "the car num¬ 
bers, the general habits of 
operation ."_ 


They even knew he had 
gone to his dentist two weeks 
before, he said. 

Throughout the ordeal 
Cross remained in a room 
with a boarded-up window 
and a mattress on the floor, 
constantly guarded by two 
persons. 

"1 was never at any time 
beaten or ill-treated in any 
way physically, nor was 
physical violence used 
against me nor threats of 
violence." he said 

"They admitted that they 
had decided to take a diplo¬ 
mat because taking a diplo¬ 
mat would gain Ihem world 
publicity and they had taken 
me because I was easy to 
take." 

Lanctot, the Cossette-Tru¬ 
dels, Marc Carbonneau and 
Yves Langlois were flow'n to 
Cuba on a government air¬ 
craft following release of 
Cross on Dec. 4, 1970. The 
group later moved to France 
and apparently broke up. 
with Lanctot and the Cos- 
sctte-Trudels returning 
home to stand trial. 

Carbonncau and Langlois 
remain in France.

Indian leader 
says probers 
refuse to act 


TORONTO (CP) — The president of the National In¬ 
dian Brotherhood says the royal commission investigat¬ 
ing RCMP wrongdoing has refused to act on allegations 
lh»t RCMP officers have treated Canadian Indians impro¬ 
perly. 

Noel Starblanket said in an interview that the commis¬ 
sion, headed by Mr. Justice David McDonald of the Al¬ 
berta Supreme Court, has refused to co-operate with the 
Indian brotherhood. 

Harry Johnston, commission secretary, says that 
Starblanket’s charges are unfounded. He said the commis¬ 
sion has been trying to obtain specific complaints from the 
brotherhood for at least nine months. 

Johnston said the first detailed Information was re¬ 
ceived from the brotherhood in the form of five affidavits 
delivered to the commission's Ottawa offices. 

One of the affidavits, signed by an Indian living in 
Vancouver, claims that in 1975 a man believed to be an 
RCMP agent offered to provide B.C. Indians with “un¬ 
limited supplies of high-quality military equipment, in¬ 
cluding AK-47 automatic rifles, dynamite and plastic 
explosives." The affidavit says the man offered to pro 
vide Indians with training in explosives. 

The same man is mentioned in an affidavit signed 
by Thunder Bay, Ont., lawyer Donald Colborne, the 
only one of the five affidavit signers who could be reached 
for comment. 

Colborne said he was acting for local Indians in 1975 
when the man asked him to hide stolen grenades and 
other weapons. Colborne said he refused to do so. 

An affidavit signed by an Indian in Sudbury. Ont., says 
that in 1976 an Ontario Provincial Police officer offered 
tolry to get a criminal charge against the Indian dropped if 
lid would provide information on a militant Indian group. 
The Indian says he subsequently was recruited as a paid 
informant by the RCMP security service. 

Starblanket said the affidavits prove the RCMP has 
been trying to infiltrate and embarrass the Indian move¬ 
ment.

MONTREAL (CP) - Air 
Canada will stop taking 
orders for its special seven- 
week seat sale at midnight 
today as there are too few 
unsold seats left to bother 
about, the airline says. 

“At the rate the bookings 
were coming in, there would 
hrjiothing left after Sunday 
in'any case," said Guy 
C'haisson. Air Canada's 
\ iCo-president for passenger 
planning and marketing. 

The popular destinations 
and long-haul routes are vir¬ 
tually sold out." 

CP Air. however, still has 
"‘i*ts available at the same 
discount rates, as does 
American Airlines and sev¬ 


eral other U S. carriers 
which arc matching the Air 
Canada and CP Air dis¬ 
counts on competing routes. 

Air Canada put 145.000 
seats on North American 
flights on sale Feb. 22 at 
reductions of 18 to 68 per 
cent over regular economy 
rates. CP Air responded the 
next day. putting 100,000 
seals on sale at the same 
discount prices. 

Conditions of the sales are 
identical: Each trip must 
start between March 26 and 
May 7. with the return being 
completed no later than 
June 6. Tickets arc not 
changeable, and there is a 
$20 cancellation fee.

Rios slowly drove the cur into Ihe crowd despite the 
blockade and the child, unable to gel out of the way, fell in 
front of it and was killed. Another child, nine-year-old 
Martin Acosta Chavez was injured and taken to hospital in 
critical condition. 

Mrs. Rios was jailed in Mexico and charged with negligent 
homicide.

The Regina lawyer said in 
an interview that Liberal 
strategists were encouraged 
by the prospect of minority 
government. Two months 
ago the same organizers 
thought the Liberals would 
lose the election and saw no 
way to change that, he 
added. 

The pessimism had been 


based on Conservative vic¬ 
tories during federal byelec¬ 
tions held In October and 
poor showings In popularity 
polls. 

While Merchant would not 
provide details of projected 
Liberal successes, he said 
the prospects have "turned 
around a whole lot.” 

The attitude toward 
Prime Minister Trudeau had 
improved.

Minority government 


should be a campaign issue

As well as the minority- 
government issue, delegates 
heard suggestions for cam¬ 
paign debate.

While NDP organizers like 
tasting power through mi¬ 
nority governments, NDP 
supporters know a strong 
government is necessary to 
implement programs they 
want, said Merchant.

Trudeau aims 
to keep job 

MONTREAL (UPC) — Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
showed confidence Saturday in opening a pre-retirement 
home in his home riding of Mount Royal. 

“I'm like you," Trudeau told residents of St. Patrick's 
Square. "I don’t intend to lose my job for quite a while / 
yet.” 

The 250 apartment units are designed for those over the 
age of 55 who are still working. 

"To me its an ingenuous answer to a major social 
problem," Trudeau said. "Parents whose children have 
moved away face what I guess you call the empty nest 
syndrome.

The prime minister was 50 minutes late but was applaud¬ 
ed when he apologized "for keeping the kind people wailing 
for 15 minutes." His brief appearance was part of a 
federal Liberal blitz of the Montreal region.

‘normal’ 

MONTREAL (CP) — 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
says it’s normal for provin¬ 
cial premiers to want more 
power, but he says It's fool¬ 
ish of Conservative leader 
Joe Clark to go along. 

The Conservatives "have 
no sense of a strong Can¬ 
ada,” Trudeau told more 
than 3,400 supporters at a 
$125-a-plate fund-raising 
dinner Saturday night. 

He said Clark was sur¬ 
rounded by a "bodyguard" 
of Conservative premiers 
who often disagreed. 

For instance, he said, Al¬ 
berta Premier Peter Lough- 
eed wanted higher oil prices 
and Ontario Premier Wil¬ 
liam Davis wanted energy 
prices kept down. 

Trudeau said Canada was 
in danger if the federal gov¬ 
ernment suffered any seri¬ 
ous erosion in its authority 
over trade and commerce, 
spending, immigration, cul¬ 
ture and other areas coveied 
by certain provinces. 

“I’m not blaming the pre¬ 
miers for wanting more 
power," he said. "It’s nor¬ 
mal that when you run a 
government, you want more 
power. You want to think 
you’ll do the best 
Job . . But we think each 
level of government should 
be strong." 

In his attacks on Conser¬ 
vative energy policy, he said 
Clark wanted to abolish 
Petro-Canada. the only 
m^jor Canadian-controlled 
oil company.

10 ships head 
for seal area 

ST. ANTHONY, Nfld. — Six Canadian and four Nor¬ 
wegian ships were making Iheir way Saturday toward 
the area of Ihe Labrador coast where the annual seal hunt Is 
to open Monday. 

A fisheries department spotter plane missed seeing 
the seals Saturday, but helicopter pilots flying off the 
Labrador coast reported one patch about 170 nautical miles 
north of St. Anthony. 

The season on Ihe moving ice area off northern New¬ 
foundland and southern Labrador, where the largest hunt 
takes place, had been originally scheduled to open Saturday. 
However, a combination of poor flying weather that kept 
spotter planes grounded for much of the week, uncertainty 
about Ice conditions and the probable immaturity of the 
new born pups that are the main quarry of shipboard hunters 
led to a decision to delay the opening until dawn Monday at 
the earliest. 

As the ships steamed through large sheets of heavy drift 
ice. activity ashore on St. Anthony was of a lighter nature. 
Codpeace, the Newfoundland group formed to poke fun at 
anti-sealing protesters, staged a motorcade and mock news 
conference. 

ft '-"Aw. 

Cuddles, the Codpeace codfish mascot, represented by 
an actor dressed in a pink fish-like suit, was landed at 
St. Anthony by helicopter after a reported confronta¬ 
tion with seals at the Ice. 

Codpeace. whose announced aim is lo protect "defence¬ 
less codfish from attacks by savage harp seals" said 
Cuddles had been severely injured by a seal and was taken 
to intensive care. 

A Codpeace spokesman said the red liquid covering 
Cuddles was not blood but a red dye. 

On the serious side, four members of the Greenpeace 
Foundation, which has been protesting the hunt for the last 
four years, arrived here late Saturday aboard a small 
aircraft. Several more Greenpeace members are expected 
today. 

Greenpeace has been given one federal fisheries permit 
to view the hunt for one day. but the group was known to 
have chartered two helicopters. While the Greenpeace plans 
were not known, there were persistent rumors that the 
protest ship Rainbow Warrior was on its way. 

The Greenpeace ship had been scheduled to return to 
her home port in London after a protest in Norway 
two weeks ago. but had not turned up in the British 
port. 

Six men were added to the three-man RCMP detach¬ 
ment at St. Anthony. The Canadian Coast Guard oceano¬ 
graphic ship Hudson was heading for the ice with RCMP and 
fisheries officers. 

Of the total Northwest Atlantic harp quota of 180.000, 
Canadian ships are allowed 57,000 The Norwegian allo¬ 
cation is 20.000.

Suits aplenty tied 
to Asbestos grab 


MONTREAL (CP) — If 
the Quebec government 
is successful in its bid to 
wrest Asbestos Corp. 
from General Dynamics 
Corp. of St. Louis, it may 
find itself involved in a 
sea of litigation being 
brought by workers 
against the industry. 

Daniel Perlslein. head of a 
provincial crown corpora¬ 
tion currently negotiating 
the purchase of Asbestos 
Corp. with its U.S. parent, 
acknowledges that the law¬ 
suits. already amounting to 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars. arc a major factor in 
Hie bargaining. 

"When we become owners 
of Asbestos Corp." he said in 
a recent interview, “we will 
be responsible for any new 
lawsuits while Ihe old owner 
will be responsible for those 
already before the courts." 

But to free itself of those 
existing cases, the govern¬ 
ment may have to compen¬ 
sate General Dynamics, 
driving up the price. Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics has said it 
wants $99.75 per share while 
Ihe government is offering 
$ 10 .

tion will be that much 
tougher, observers predict. 

In the last decade, asbes- 
tos has become a leading 
villain in occupational 
health. U.S. and European 
studies have identified it as 
a major cause of lung can¬ 
cer and other debilitating 
pulmonary diseases such as 
asbestosis. 

Asbestos Corp. is one of 
several producers being 
sued for $100 million by too 
New Jersey workers who 
blame serious health prob¬ 
lems on their exposure to 
asbestos. Asbestos Corp. 
faces 10 other suits in other 
parts of the l .S. 

The lawsuits, and the 
threat of more to come, 
make it impossible for the 
producers to get insurance. 
Johns-Manville of Denver, 
the largest of the com¬ 
panies, has 15 lawyers work¬ 
ing full time on lawsuits. 

A U.S. lobby group found 
ed by Ralph Nader to push 
for the elimination of haz¬ 
ardous substances in the 
work place such as asbestos, 
says Quebec's interest in the 
mineral is beyond compre¬ 
hension. 

Barry Cassellman. 

spokesman for the Health 
Research Group, told a re¬ 
porter "that the desire of 
Quebec to build its economic 
future on a deadly product 
such as asbestos is com¬ 
pletely irresponsible . . . 

"Do you know that one mil 
lion American workers arc- 
going to die because they 
were exposed too long to as¬ 
bestos dust?" says Cassell¬ 
man. whose group is de¬ 
dicated to the elimination of 
asbestos from industrial and 
eommerieal use. 

There are 1,300 lawsuits 
pending against asbestos 
producers in the U.S.. most¬ 
ly from handicapped work¬ 
ers or widows of former em¬ 
ployees. Total • damages 
requested run into billions, 
which has prompted a rush 
by the companies to try to 
find a substitute product. 

In any ease, says Cassell¬ 
man. the world demand for 
asbestos was bound to be in¬ 
fluenced by Ihe negative 
publicity about asbestos and 
the limitations being placed 
on its use. 

Congress will probably be 
asked to approve legislation 
establishing automatic com¬ 
pensation for asbestos vie-

tims in the U.S. The concept 
being studied by several 
politicians would see pro¬ 
ducers contribute a portion 
of their gross income to a 
victims’ indemnity fund. 

Perlslein. wary of the po¬ 
tential impact of the law¬ 
suits on the industry in Que¬ 
bec—where the same U.S. 
producers operate the mines 
—is in full agreement. 

‘The ideal solution would 
be for the legislation to cre¬ 
ate an organization similar 
to our Workmen’s Compen¬ 
sation Board,” said Perl- 
stein. adding that if one was 
established, his crown com¬ 
pany would seek member¬ 
ship. 

Quebec's national assem¬ 
bly introduced legislation 
last session allowing the 
government to expropriate 
the physical assets of Asbes¬ 
tos Corp. But the bill was 
allowed to die while the gov¬ 
ernment pursued negotia¬ 
tions with General Dy¬ 
namics. holder of 54.6 per 
cent of the shares. 

Buying a major producer 
was a part of the Parti Que- 
becois election platform in 
1976. The government 
argues that owning part of 
the industry will help create 
more jobs. 

“From the time we decid¬ 
ed to buy Asbestos Corp., 
and I d have to say that the 
(legal) situation in the long 
run could become even more 
disturbing.” he added. 

Perlstein and other Que¬ 
bec officials are working 
closely with federal justice 
officials in Ottawa to pre¬ 
pare for the eventuality that 
a U.S. court will order his 
firm, or another Canadian- 
owned producer, to compen¬ 
sate American victims. 

Some industry officials 
doubt a U.S. ruling would 
apply to a Canadian firm, 
but Perlslein thinks other¬ 
wise. / 

While most of the lawsuits' 
are being settled for only a 
fraction of the original dam¬ 
ages claimed, a full aware¬ 
ness of asbestos-related dis¬ 
eases is only now coming 
out. It takes many years of 
exposure before a worker 
even shows symptoms of as¬ 
bestos-related diseases.

Minister places 
Cowichan 
on front burner 


DUNCAN — Cowichan 
Valley incineration prob¬ 
lems may be solved more 
rapidly following a re¬ 
cent meeting between re¬ 
gional officials and Dere¬ 
gulation Minister Sam 
Bawlf. 

Bawlf met with Cowi¬ 
chan Valley Regional 
District Administrator 
Ralph Keir and finance 
chairman Bill Cools to 
see if this ministry can 
assist the CVRD board in 
ironing out difficulties 
the board has faced re¬ 
cently. 

Among the subjects 
discussed were the Cowi¬ 
chan Estuary Task Force 
report and the 11 alter¬ 
nate sites recommended 
for industrial develop¬ 
ment, a quick solution to 
the regional incineration 
program and assistance 
in dealing with the many 
agencies CVRD must 
cope with in trying to ap¬ 
pease the several arms of 
government in its day-to- 
day affairs. 

Keir said that Bawlf was 

enthusiastic and interest¬ 
ed" in CVRD's problems 
and indicated he might be 
able to obtain for the region 
the 11 alternate sites sug¬ 
gested for industry in the 
task force report. 

Keir said this would assist 
the region's economic de¬ 
velopment commission in 
preparing its own study. 

Keir said the minister will 
also try to assist in getting a 
speedy solution to the incin¬ 
eration problem, soon to 
faced with another price in¬ 
crease if not resolved soon. 

The incinerator project Is 
currently stalled while the 
provincial government de¬ 
cides whether to force the 
mutter to a referendum by 
the voters of the participat¬ 
ing electoral areas. 

North Cowichan, Duncan 
and Ladysmith, the three 
municipalities involved, 
have already indicated that 
they will not be holding a 
referendum on the Issue. 

The price of the four Incin¬ 
erator units will increase by 
$l(),6li0 each at the end of 
March, bringing the total 


capital equipment cost of 
$593,000. 

Keir said the meeting was 
very useful, as Bawlf in¬ 
formed them that an agency 
already exists to help local 
governments plow through 
the multitude of forms It has 
to fill out in the daily busi¬ 
ness of the CVRD. 

Meanwhile, It was also 
disclosed in Duncan that the 
provincial government has 
established a provincial 
park on the west side of 
Shawnigan Lake. 

The nine-hectare (22- 
acre) Class A park will be 
known as Shawnigan Lake 
Provincial Park, consisting 
of five parcels of land on 


both sides of West Shawni¬ 
gan Lake Road at Oland 
Road with 400 metres (1.300 
feet) of lake frontage. 

"West Shawnigan Lake 
Provincial Park will offer a 
much-needed water-orient¬ 
ed recreation site for Vic¬ 
toria. Duncan and Shawni¬ 
gan Lake residents," Lands 
Minister James Chabot 
said. 

“The park should help to 
alleviate a chronic shortage 
of public swimming areas on 
lower Vancouver Island. 

"Development of the 
park, which is now under¬ 
way, will be geared to maxi¬ 
mize this potential."

All air, sea and land 
travel to Ghana has been 
stopped and all move¬ 
ment of baggage and 
goods within the country 
banned in preparation 
for a changeover to new 
currency notes.

immediate effect. 

The change-over was 
designed to cut off illegal 
holding of Ghanaian cur¬ 
rency outside the country 
and to reduce excess 
cash liquidity in its econ¬ 
omy. the general said. 


National N-power probe asked 


VANCOUVER — The 
steering committee of the 
federally funded Nuclear 
Issues conference will rec¬ 
ommend a national inquiry 
into nuclear powet; when II 
finishes its report in todays, 
committee co-chairman 
J.M. Harrison said Satur¬ 
day. 

The decision came after 
several hours of closed de¬ 
bate which ended a three- 
day conference of nuclear 
experts from several coun¬ 
tries. The 300 general dele¬ 
gates split widely during the 
conference over thf 1 ques¬ 
tion of nuclear safety, Har¬ 
rison said. 

"The general tenor of the 
(steering committee) de 


bate is we should follow the 
consensus of the (general) 
debate and have some kind 
of national inquiry," he said 
in an interview Saturday. 

Many conference dele¬ 
gates argued Friday a na¬ 
tional public inquiry into 
problems of nuclear waste 
and nuclear development is 
necessary although govern¬ 
ment officials have said 
such an inquiry would be 
useless. 

"We think there is a need 
for an inquiry to appraise 
the figures of both sides. 
Someone has to have the op¬ 
portunity to challenge and 
question these people on 
Iheir statements and fig¬ 


ures." Harrisun said, “and a 
national inquiry would do 
it." 

The Nuclear Issues in the 
Canadian Energy Context 
Conference saw a daily pro¬ 
cession of prepared reports 
and panel discussions, but 
there was no mediator who 
could officiaiy question the 


positions of individual 
speakers. 

Pro and anti-nuclear ex¬ 
perts differed widely on the 
necessity and morality of 
nuclear power, and on spe¬ 
cific problems like the dis¬ 
posal of nuclear waste ma¬ 
terials which remain 
dangerous for hundreds of 


years after use In nuclear 
reactors. 

The conference was sport 
sored by the Royal Society 
of Canada and the Science 
Council of Canada to foster 
community discussion of nu 
clear questions and report 
back to them after the con 
ference, Harrison said.

' BANGKOK. Thailand 
(AP) — Peking’s most im¬ 
portant newspaper revealed 
Saturday a "major breach" 
in the Chinese Communist 
party leadership, and Hanoi 
said it was caused by inter¬ 
nal opposition to the Chinese 
invasion of Vietnam. 

The Chinese article, w hich 
spoke of “struggles" trou¬ 
bling the party, did not say 
whether the war had pro¬ 
voked the new factional¬ 
ism. 

But Vietnam claimed that 
growing anti war feeling in 
China had forced the gov¬ 
ernment to announce the 
withdrawal of its invasion 
army last Monday. Hanoi 
also said a dissident radio 
station inside China has 
been making clandestine 
broadcasts against the war. 

In their latest battle re¬ 
ports, the Vietnamese con¬ 
tinued to insist that despite 
what was told to the Chinese 
people Peking's troops were 
not pulling back across the 
border and were indiscri¬ 
minately shelling Vietnam¬ 
ese cities and committing 
atrocities. 

Western intelligence 
sources here said they were 
unable to say accurately 
how much fighting contin¬ 
ued along the 720-kilometre 
front on the Vietnamcse- 
Chinese border. 

An article in Asahi news¬ 
paper in Tokyo today quotes 
Vietnamese Premier Pham 
Van Dong as saying 
"China’s rulers were forced 
to announce they would 
w ithdraw . . because of the 
firm struggle of the armed 
forces of the Vietnamese 
people” and the “Chinese 
people and soldiers were 
also opposed to their lead¬ 
ers’ decision to Invade Viet¬ 
nam.” 

Vietnam is on full alert for 
any “new miliary adven¬ 
tures” by China, Dong is 
quoted by the newspaper as 
saying in an interview. 

China said it invaded Viet¬ 
nam on Feb. 17 with the 
declared aim of punishing 
the Vietnamese for border 
provocations. But some ana¬

That's the consensus of a "Delphic Poll” which 
was conducted by G.T. Woods Associates recently 
among 95 persons who at¬ 
tended a seminar on “big 
ticket selling" in Vic¬ 
toria. 

When asked to predict 
when particular situations 
might arise in the future. 19 
per cent foresaw a need to 
build more office space in 
downtown Victoria between 
1981 and 1981. Tile next lar¬ 
gest group of about 18 per 
cent picked 1985 to 1989. 

The 1981-81 time slot was 
also picked as the most 
likely for a major lax res¬ 
tructuring by the federal 
government to encourage 
economic growth (33 per 
cent), a major increase in 
Victoria real estate values 
(15 per cent), a major im¬ 
provement in the climate 
for private enterprise in 
Canada (35 per cent), a 
major industrial park in 
Greater Victoria, (3) per 
cent) and a major research 
park in Greater Victoria. 

They were less certain 
about the prospect of free 
trade w ith the United States. 

The largest gruup. about 2li 
per cent, picked "never," 
while 25 per cent picked 
1985-1989.

properties and large estates, 
who put up $100 a head to 
hear a man with consider¬ 
able success In that field. 
Peter 11. Thomas, talk about 
how he did it. 

It is obviously not an accu¬ 
rate cross-section of society 
as a whole. Woods said, but 
on the other hand those in 
the upper levels of real es¬ 
tate sales might be Influen¬ 
tial and knowledgablc 
enough in und about the 
community to make the re¬ 
sults more accurate than 
the small sample and the 
fact that no one can predict 
the future might seem to 
indicate.

tivc-lhinking angle to Del¬ 
phic polls, researcher Dr. 
Peter Meuser noted. 

"The stock market is a 
good example of how feel¬ 
ings about the future can , 
have a practical effect. If 
people are confident and 
think positive things are 
going to happen, the market 
will go up.

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Lake Cowichan may cut school rate boost 


DUNCAN — Lake Cowichan’s estimated 
school mill rate increase of about five to six mills 
may be cut to about two mills if the district re¬ 
ceives a special government grant, said board 
secretary-treasurer Terry Kirk. 

Kirk told the Colonist Friday: "We have 
applied lor a grant similar to that received last 
year from the provincial government. 

"The grant last year was in the amount of 


$150,000 and was granted due to the large decline 
in assessment in our area, because of the lower¬ 
ing of stumpage rates for the forest industry.” 

Kirk said: “The operating budget increase 
has been held to 5.69 per cent, despite increased 
costs of operation due to inflation and wages." 

Total operating expenditures for 1979 are 
estimated at $3,232,225. 


Based on predicted enrolments, the board has 
anticipated a one-to-two-teacher decrease at the 
high school level for this September. 

The board, in an effort to keep costs down, has 
not budgeted for purchase of new capital equip¬ 
ment this year. It is hoped some may be pur¬ 
chased from sale of assets. 

Preliminary assessment figures for the 


school district indicate a 10.8-per-cent increase in 
total assessment, pending appeals, to $38,322,000. 

The board approved a total district teachers' 
professional development program of $14,000 for 
1979, on the recommendations of the superinten¬ 
dent.

Minister places 
Cowichan 
on front burner 


DUNCAN — Cowichan 
Valley incineration prob¬ 
lems may be solved more 
rapidly following a re¬ 
cent meeting between re¬ 
gional officials and Dere¬ 
gulation Minister Sam 
Bawlf. 

Bawlf met with Cowi¬ 
chan Valley Regional 
District Administrator 
Ralph Keir and finance 
chairman Bill Cools to 
see if this ministry can 
assist the CVRD board in 
ironing out difficulties 
the bcjrl has faced re¬ 
cently. 

Among the subjects 
discussed were the Cowi¬ 
chan Estuary Task Force 
report and the 11 alter¬ 
nate sites recommended 
for industrial develop¬ 
ment, a quick solution to 
the regional incineration 
program and assistance 
in dealing with the many 
agencies CVRD must 
cope with in trying to ap¬ 
pease the several arms of 
government in its day-to- 
day affairs. 

Keir said that Bawlf was 
"enthusiastic and interest¬ 
ed" in CVRD’s problems 
and indicated he might be 
able to obtain for the region 
the 11 alternate sites sug¬ 
gested for industry in the 
task force report. 

Keir said this would assist 
the region's economic de- 
velopment commission in 
preparing its own study. 

Keir.said the minister will 
also try to assist in getting a 
speedy solution to the incin¬ 
eration problem, soon to 
faced with another price in¬ 
crease if not resolved soon. 

The incinerator project is 
currently stalled while the 
provincial government de¬ 
cides whether to force the 
matter to a referendum by 
the voters of the participat¬ 
ing electoral areas. 

North Cowichan, Duncan 
and Ladysmith, the three 
municipalities involved, 
have already indicated that 
they wiil not be holding a 
referendum on the issue. 

The price of the four incin¬ 
erator units will increase by 
$10,660 each at the end of 
March, bringing the total 


capital equipment cost of 
$593,000. 

Keir said the meeting was 
very useful, as Bawlf in¬ 
formed them that an agency 
already exists to help local 
governments plow through 
the multitude of forms it has 
to fill out in the daily busi¬ 
ness of the CVRD. 

Meanwhile, it was also 
disclosed in Duncan that the 
provincial government has 
established a provincial 
park on the west side of 
Shawnigan Lake. 

The nine-hectare (22- 
acre) Class A park will be 
known as Shawnigan Lake 
Provincial Park, consisting 
of five parcels of land on 


both sides of West Shawni 
gan Lake Road at Oland 
Road with 400 metres (1,300 
feet) of lake frontage. 

“West Shawnigan Lake 
Provincial Park will offer a 
much-needed water-orient¬ 
ed recreation site for Vic¬ 
toria, Duncan and Shawni¬ 
gan Lake residents,” Lands 
Minister James Chabot 
said.

Macdonald's has said it 
will allow Labatt's to retain 
use of the trademark "The 
Brier" — the competition 
will be called the Labatt's 
Brier.

The tobac¬ 
co is no longer produced and 
the word Brier has become 
more synonomous with curl¬ 
ing. Stent said. 

Labatt's will also hold the 
draw for the competition the 
year before. If fans know-in 
advance when their area 
representative is to play, 
ticket sales should increase. 
Stent said. 

Outgoing CCA president 
Clif Thompson said the asso¬ 
ciation has become big busi¬ 
ness with four national 
championships and the 
popularity of the sport has 
been mushrooming.

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More strife 
forecast 
for Iranians 


By PAUL BENNETT 

Colonist reporter 

More turmoil, cli¬ 
maxed by counter-revo¬ 
lution, is the sad predic¬ 
tion for' Iran by a 
Victoria-based teacher 
who recently left the 
troubled country via the 
Soviet Union. ‘ 

Maria Nanni, 26, who 
went to Iran 18 months 
ago to teach, said in an 
interview Friday that the 
Iranians are unused to 
freedom and the country 
will probably be unset¬ 
tled politically for sev¬ 
eral years. 

SHE DOESN’T THINK 

the conflicting views of 
various segments of Ira¬ 
nian society can be re¬ 
conciled under the revo¬ 
lutionary Islamic regime 
of Ayatollah Buhollah 
Khomeini because mid¬ 
dle-class Iranians don't 
want to be dragged back 
to Islamic ways, which 
include bans on women 
appearing bare-faced in 
public, alcohol and tobac¬ 
co, and other freedoms 
taken for granted in west¬ 
ern society. 

She feels the excesses- 
that have been commit¬ 
ted over the past six 
months in Iran were due 
to a desire for freedom, 
which united many dissi¬ 
dent factions in a move¬ 
ment to rid the country of 
the despotic and corrupt 
Shah and his ruling 
clique. 

“In the days after Kho¬ 
meini returned, there 
was an incredible sense 
of freedom, of a burden 
being thrown off. All the 
banned books that people 
had been talking about in 
undertones for years 
were suddenly on the 
bookstands and television 
was free and open, too.” 

ALL WESTERNERS, 
but particularly North 
Americans, took the 
brunt of the anti-Shah 
movement because it was 
l he Shah’s government 
which brought them into 
the country in the name 
of progress! 

What riled many ordi¬ 
nary Iranians was that 
the expatriate elite 
seemed to be earning all 
the money and none of 


the benefits were getting 
down to the masses. 

“They even imported 
Korean laborers and paid 
them far more than local 
wages when there was 
unemployment among 
the people. 

“It was a progress su¬ 
perficially Imposed on 
the Iranian people and 
one which saw technol¬ 
ogy brought in which 
many of them didn’t un¬ 
derstand and couldn’t 
care less about.” 

Miss Nanni said an¬ 
other thing that really 
upset some Iranians was 
that funds collected in 
Iran for earthquake vic¬ 
tims ended up with the 
Shah "who owned every¬ 
thing” and were never 
distributed to the needy. 

ALTHOUGH SHE LEFT 
in February after two 
months of life in precarious 
conditions. Miss Nanni said 
she hopes to go back to Iran 
“when things are more back 
to normal, perhaps in a year 
or so.” 

Bom in Italy, she moved 
to Victoria with her parents 
at V/i, and graduated from 
Mount View High School and 
University of Victoria with 
an education degree in 1975. 
She's currently staying with 
her parents and brother at 
the family home in Saanich, 
while considering her fu¬ 
ture. 

She taught at Quesnel for 
two years and applied for a 
job with Stadler-Hurter, a 
Quebec-based pulp com¬ 
pany, in 1977, to teach Cana¬ 
dian children at a pulp.mill 
complex it was building near 
Rasht in northwestern Iran. 

EVERYTHING WEl^T 
normally until September 
when the unrest in Teheran, 
the capital, spread and 
shortages of gasoline, pro¬ 
pane and other fuels began. 
"There were lineups for 
three days for cooking fuel," 
she said. 

"Around November, the 
community—housed in a 
trailer camp near the 
plant—began getting 

threats: If you don't go 
home, we will bum your 
trailers and kill you all’," 
she said. 

On Jan. 1. the Canadian 
embassy advised all Cana¬ 
dian personnel, especially 
those with families, to leave 
on an evacuation flight at 4 
p.m. that day. Canadians 
were told the embassy would 
not be responsible for their 
safety after that time. Since 
the company—and the 
staff—had not been paid by 
the Iranian government,

there was really no alterna¬ 
tive for most. 

MISS NANNI, however, 
was friendly with an Iranian 
doctor and obtained a job 
teaching English to Iranian 
naval cadets at a nearby 
base, so she decided to stay 
on. despite the difficulties. 

“We were escorted to the 
base by two tanks and a 
truck full of armed person¬ 
nel, but still the bus was 
stoned,” she said. "At this 
time, only the armed forces 
had any gasoline supplies 
left.” 

The job petered out soon 
afterwards, and she spent 
most of her time in an apart¬ 
ment near the university in 
Rasht, where the middle- 
class more readily accepted 
foreigners. 

“1 would probably still be 
there if it wasn’t for my 
father having a stroke," she 
said. "Communications be¬ 
came really poor, even be¬ 
tween the Canadian em¬ 
bassy and Ottawa, and I had 
to come home to escape a 
sense of growing isolation 
and to assure myself he was 
all right. 

“Apart from a handful of 
agitators, the Iranian people 
are really warm and hospit¬ 
able, although most of them 
are quite poor by our stan¬ 
dards. But if you were invit¬ 
ed into their homes they 
would just lay on everything 
they had." 

SHE RECALLED a night 
of terror when .the secret 
police (SAVAK) building 
around the corner from her 
apartment in Rasht was 
burned down. 

"One night there was just 
shooting all night long. We 
went down there the next 
morning and the rioters had 
strung four bodies up in the 
trees by their necks. They 
had mutilated them and two 
bodies were on the 
ground." 

She considered carrying a 
gun, “like everybody else 
did, including 11 and 12- 
year-olds" but just felt she 
wasn’t up to that kind of 
thing. “I wore a scarf across 
my forehead and over my 
hair, and since I look sort of 
Iranian and speak some of 
the language, I managed to 
cope.”

Union vs Vantreight 
‘cooling’ bid made 


Efforts are being made to 
rcsofve the Mexican stand¬ 
off between the Saanich 
municipal employees’ union 
and Aid. Geoffrey Van- 
Irelght. 

The issue is expected to 
come to head next week 
when members of Local 374 
of (he Canadian Union of 
Public Employees meet to 
consider their next move. 

In the interim, however, 
delicate negotiations are in 
progress between the union 
and municipal officials in a 
bid to calm the tense situa¬ 
tion, according to a union 
source. 

The dispute reached a new 
impasse Friday when Van¬ 
treight failed to provide an 
assurance in writing that he 
would interfere no further In 
the day-to-day supervision 
of public works crews. 

The union said that If such 
an undertaking was not re¬ 
ceived, "then we shall feel 
free to take without fur¬ 
ther notice the appropriate 
remedial steps." 

A union spokesman ruled 
out a strike but said several 
other options were open. 


The union, representing 
about 400 Saanich inside and 
outside workers, demanded 
the assurance after mem¬ 
bers complained that the al¬ 
derman had taken it upon 
himself to supervise their 
daily work performance. 

In turn, Vantreight. chair¬ 
man of council's parks and 
recreation committee, 
asked for an apology from 
the author of a letter sent to 
him Monday by the local’s 
acting secretary, Martin 
Ramsden. No apology was 
forthcoming, however. 

Ramsden's letter said 
there were only two possible 
explanations for Van¬ 
treight’ s conduct. 

One was that he Is dissa¬ 
tisfied with the supervision 
now provided by manage¬ 
ment. in which case the rem¬ 
edy lay In tlje contract be¬ 
tween the corporation and 
the senior staff concerned. 

The other was that Van¬ 
treight Is satisfied with such 
supervision but is "deter¬ 
mined to Intrude Into the 
sphere of the day-to-day 
labor relations."

LONDON (Reuter) — 
All air, sea and. land 
travel to Ghana has been 
stopped and all move¬ 
ment of baggage and 
goods within the country 
banned in preparation 
for a changeover to new 
currency notes. 

Informed sources in 
London said the military 
government was making 
strenuous efforts to pre¬ 
vent people from cashing 
in on any illegally accu¬ 
mulated ’ hoards of 
money, or smuggling 
local currency in from 
abroad. 

Accra International 
Airport has been closed 
since midnight Thurs¬ 
day. a British Airways 
spokesman said. 

The Ghana News 
Agency quoted army 
commander Maj.-Gen. 
N. A. Odartcy-Wellington 
—a member of the gov¬ 
erning Supreme Military 
Council—as announcing 
Friday that the currency 
switch-over would take 
Immediate effect. 

The change-over was 
designed to cut off illegal 
holding of Ghanaian cur¬ 
rency outside the country 
and to reduce excess 
cash liquidity in its econ¬ 
omy, the general said. 


National N-power probe asked 


VANCOUVER - Th« 
steering committee of the 
federally funded Nuclear 
Issues conference will rec¬ 
ommend a national inquiry 
into nuclear power when it 
finishes its report in 10 days, 
committee co-chairman 
J.M.. Harrison said Satur¬ 
day. 

The decision came after 
several hours of closed de¬ 
bate which ended a three- 
day conference of nuclear 
experts from several coun¬ 
tries. The 300 general dele¬ 
gates split widely during the 
conference over the ques¬ 
tion of nuclear safety, Har¬ 
rison said. 

“The general tenor of the 
(steering committee) de¬ 


bate is we should follow the 
consensus of the (general) 
debate and have some kind 
of national inquiry." he said 
in an interview Saturday. 

Many conference dele¬ 
gates argued Friday a na¬ 
tional public inquiry' into 
problems of nuclear waste 
and nuclear development is 
necessary although govern¬ 
ment officials have said 
such an inquiry would be 
useless. 

"We think there is a need 
for an inquiry to appraise 
the figures of both sides. 
Someone has to have the op¬ 
portunity to challenge and 
question these people on 
their statements and fig¬ 


ures," Harrison said, "and a 
national inquiry would do 
it." 

The Nuclear Issues in the 
Canadian Energy Context 
Conference saw a daily pro¬ 
cession of prepared reports 
and panel discussions, but 
there was no mediator who 
could officialy question the 


positions of individual 
speakers. 

Pro and anti-nuclear ex¬ 
perts differed widely on the 
necessity and morality of 
nuclear power, and on spe¬ 
cific problems like the dis¬ 
posal of nuclear waste ma¬ 
terials which remain 
dangerous for hundreds of 


years after use in nuclear 
reactors. 

The conference was spon¬ 
sored by the Royal Society 
of Canada and the Science 
Council of Canada to foster 
community discussion of nu¬ 
clear questions and report 
back to them after the con¬ 
ference, Harrison said.

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The Royal Victoria 

A GEM WORTH RESTORING 


In the fall of 1913, to 
judge from the newspapers, 
Victoria was in the midst of a 
building boom that was to im¬ 
part to the city a character 
that was to linger far into the 
1970s and hopefully, beyond. 


Victoria High was a-building, and artistic 
renderings of both The Empress and the Bay 
Street Armory appeared in the papers; Gonzales 
Observatory was nearing completion; the new 
Esquimau Drydock was in the offing and there 
were three proposals for the approachs to the 
new Johnson Street bridge. The Mexican Civil 
War was prominently featured on front pages 
and for the armchair adventurer, Robert Ser¬ 
vice was serializing his Zig Zags of a Vagabond. 
In town the peace was kept by Victoria's Finest, 
attired in their best British bobby uniforms. 

On Dec. 8, Anna Held had appeared at the 
Victoria Theatre, but the extravaganza of the 
season was the opening of the new theatre at 
the comer of Broughton and Blanshard ... 
variously called the McBride Theatre, the Opera 


House, and finally the Royal Victoria after 
Premier Sir Richard McBride suggested it 
be named after the city he resided in rather than 
himself. 

Sir Richard may have been modest, but the 
boosters of the theatre were not. It was said to 
contain the largest working stage outside of New 
York, if one ignored the Majestic in Chicago. 

The seating capacity was exceeded by only 
three London Theatres, and the chairs them¬ 
selves, upholstered in tobacco brown leather, at 
26 inches were the widest in North America. 
Care was taken to allow an extra four inches 
between rows for comfort. To do so meant the

loss of a potential 642 extra seats, but luxury'lujT 
economy was the order of the day. 

Safety features included 32 exjts, allowing 
the theatre to be dared in two and a half 
minutes. Rooms downstairs for players num¬ 
bered 30, all of which must have been put to good 
use when Otis Skinner and a troupe of 200 
presented the inaugural performance of Kis¬ 
met. 

The luxury onstage was equalled by that of 
the theatre. The ceilings and walls featured

elaborate plasterwork and oil on canvas murals, 
executed by Mr. Dorisay, and Mr. Tadema 
respectively. The former, a French artist, the 
latter, a nephew of Sir Alma Tadema. late 
president of The Royal Academy 

Henry Hazel was responsible for the actual 
application of the plaster to the Frenchman's 
•designs, and their plaster ladies above the 
boxes were cleverly back lit with hidden lights. 
The color scheme was in browns, ranging from 
gamboge yellow to Etruscan Sienna, and the 
stage curtains were a rich brown velour made by 
Hollidays of London. 

The drop curtain, soon to become familiar 
to Victorians, represented a scene from Stralh- 
cona Park. It would be interesting to see how 
idealized it may have been, sinee it was painted, 
the papers report, in Minneapolis. On the other 
hand, the footlights were designed, patented, 
and constructed by a Victorian. 

In the foyer were columns of onyx with 
scagloila meant to imitate Sienna marble. The 
edged panels were made of rich brocade from 
Paris, of Delft blue with an overtone of tarnished 
gold. The entrance lobby was of white marble 
with white terrazo floor. A bust of Simon Leiser 
who was instrumental in conceiving and carry¬ 
ing through the $400,000 project reposed here. 
Another $150,000 was upposed to go into a restau¬ 
rant adjoining the theatre. Somehow this never 
materialized.

Messrs. Rochfort and Sankey, in conjunction 
with a Mr. Kingsley of Seattle, were responsible 
for the overall design of the Royal and already 
had the Orpheum and Met. Opera House in 
Seattle, the Portland and Theatre in Portland, 
and the American Music Hall in Spokane under 
their collective belts. 

Like all opening nights. Dec. 29. 1913, glit¬ 
tered with local high society: The lieutenant-gov 
ernor, the premier, the attorney general and 
their wives, assorted senators, the Hon. James 
and Mrs. Dunsmuir, the Rithets. Pembertons. 
Tolmies, Spencers, all paraded, admired and 
were admired. The Maple Leaf opened the pro¬ 
gram, which true to form, ended with the audi 
ence spontaneously breaking into Rule Britan 
nia.

Through the ensuing years the stage of the 
Royal was graced by many talents: some on the 
rise, some at their peak, and others slipping into 
decline. 

Anna Pavlova danced, Paderewski played 
on the Heintzman, Sarah Bernhardt. The Divine 
Sarah, limped from prop to prop, reading lines 
from concealed cue cards. Jascha Heifetz ap¬ 
peared after a triumphant debut in New York. 
John Barrymore emoted. Amelita Galli-Curci 
sang, and Harry Lauder broke them up on one of 
his several Farewell Tours. Vaudeville fans 
were treated to the likes of Will Rogers. Fred 
Allen and Jimmy Durante. 

In July 1946, with Bob Hope and Bing Crosby 
in The Road to Utopia, a redecorated Royal 
opened as the newest and grandest addition to 
the motion picture houses of Victoria. The 
famous murals, the pride of the original backers 
were gone, as were the banisters, pillars, the gilt 
paint, the plush curtains, the downstairs boxes, 
and the old drop curtain. Ivory, rose-red and 
grey was the new color scheme. 

The lobby was enlarged, with new doors and 
fluted steel door columns. Seats were added to 
accommodate more people and a new landmark 
roof sign 40 feet high with 17 foot letters ap¬ 
peared. The original curved marquee was re¬ 
placed by one in stainless steel and neon. 

By 1977, the landmark sign had disappeared, 
the victim of a city bylaw, The Royal faded and 
dirty, with a doubtful future stood condemned by 
its inadequate facilities and the constant com¬ 
plaints about its atrocious dressing rooms. 

But by 1978-1979 the Royal had been re¬ 
prieved and is now in the process of being

In the spring of 1879 Admiral 


Dellorsey was ready to let the pub¬ 
lic in on the secret. 


He didn’t announce what the se¬ 
cret was, but he said that it would 


be unveiled at Esquimau, aboard 


the flagship. HMS Triumph, be¬ 


tween 8 and 10 p.m. on a certain 

day. 

Various vessels were chartered 
to bring Victorians out to Esqui¬ 
mau, and other citizens, who had 
horses and carriages, went there 
over the bunipy road, through the 
tall trees. 

What could it be? 


That was the question of the 
day. 

The Colonist gave details: "The 
steamers Cariboo-Fly, Isabel, 
Woods ide and Isabel left the Inner 
Harbor at sunset, crowded with 
some 1,200 men, women and chil¬ 
dren. knowing they were about to 
see the latest invention designed to 
protect our British shores from pos¬ 
sible invasion, and all resolved to be 
ever on guard, friendly with our 
American neighbors, but always 
ready to repel them, should they go 


too far in their Manifest Destiny of 
which we want no part. 

"Carriages were also called into 
requisition, and those who left town 
by this mode of conveyance were 
early, so they were allowed aboard 
Triumph. 

"They thoroughly enjoyed the 
privilege of being permitted to walk 
Triumph’s decks, and seeing the 
wondrous new invention — ELEC¬ 
TRICITY. 

“None had known there was 
ELECTRICITY here, and so there 
was stunned silence. It was over¬ 
whelming! 

"The power by which the ELEC¬ 
TRICITY is generated is furnished 
by a 10-horsepower engine worked 
up to 120 revolutions a minute, the 
battery making about 500 revolu¬ 
tions a minute. 

"The ELECTRIC current is con¬ 
ducted from the battery to the main 
deck, where carbon points, or pen¬ 
cils, are arranged behind glass pri- 
sims and reflectors. 

"The points are about half an 
inch apart, and as the pencils are 
consumed, fresh ones are supplied 
without lessening the volume of 
light. 


"It was memorable and history¬ 
making, to see the marvels of 
ELECTRICITY, about which we 
had heard, and people who saw it 
now believe that, in due course, it 
might actually be used to light 
streets, houses, offices and'stores 
— even in far-distant Victoria." 

THE PASSENGERS on the four 
steamers, missed this preview, and 
were still in the dark, so to speak, 
but “precisely as the nine o’clock 
gun was fired, the fine band of 
Triumph struck up a popular air 


and the ELECTRIC light search¬ 
lights were turned on; it was so 
startling that some of the passen¬ 
gers were nervous, thinking that 
some strange and powerful mystic 
god had come from another world 
and was making light from brim¬ 
stone." 

At this point the Colonist report¬ 
er really let himself go: "Darkness, 
which had ’reigned supreme’ over 
Esquimau Harbor, only broken 
here and there by the dim gas lights 
of the visiting steamers and war¬ 
ships, was suddenly dispelled, and 
the harbor became bright as day. 

"The first object on which the 
powerful rays were directed was 
the Cariboo-Fly, about 300 yards 
distant. 

(Isn’t it a treat to read yards, 
instead of kilometres? Why do we 
put up with this nonsense with 
which Ottawa is choking us? Why 
don’t we stamp it out, as they have 
done in Great Britain and the Unit¬ 
ed States?) 

’’Cariboo-Fly 'sdecks were black 
with her excited passengers, who 
could quite clearly be seen from 
those on the deck of the flagship. 

"People who had gone out by 


carriage actually recognized some 
of the faces on Cariboo-Fly. 

“The passenger vessel, which 
was not visible before the new 
searchlights were played upon it. 
was now distinctly seen, and a cir¬ 
cumstance still more remarkable 
was that the colors of the ladies’ 
shawls and dresses were as clearly 
distinguishable as if they were seen 
in broad daylight, and very close 
up. 

"The scene could not be be¬ 
lieved. 

"The slightest movement of 
thoseon board Cariboo-Fly could be 
observed across the daylight-like 
waters by those on Triumph, and 
the other vessels, even though Es¬ 
quimau Harbor was enveloped in 
the blackness of the unstarlit 
night. 

“From Cariboo-Fly to Maude, 
thence to Woodside and finally to 
Isabel, the searchlights were 
flashed with similar effect, as all 
gasped in as tonis hment at the won¬ 
ders of ELECTRICITY. 

’’Will the marvels of the world 
never cease? 

“Then the dockyard buildings 
were revealed to the amazed be¬ 
holders, the noble flagship like a 
gaunt spectre and the buildings be¬ 
came -as clearly cut as cameos 
against the horizon. 

“It was as if the sight was form 
an ethereal world of spirits and 
sprites and eerie incantations. 

“Then the lights were swept 
along the dark shoreline, outlining 
Indian canoes on the beaches, rude 
shanties on the rocks, and the nu¬ 
merous docks and wharves and 
tents in the woods. 

"THE BUILDINGS in Esqui¬ 
mau Town, and the naval hospital 
could be clearly seen, and the Hud¬ 
son's Bay Company warehouse, 
with great awareness and some pe¬ 
destrians and horses in the road

a well-deserved award for top 
quality skills in horsemanship 
and excellently trained 
mounts. 


*■ Right from the start of their illustrious show 
career the entire Rimmer family, consisting ci 
father Merle, mother Heather, and 19-\ear-old " 
son. Roddy have established themselves as 
championship riders in all events. 

Even the two youngest members of the 
family, eight-year-old Tara and seven-year-old 
Darcy have been involved in the Little Britches 
Rodeos for the small fry and won rosettes. 

HORSE LOVERS throughout Vancouver Is¬ 
land will fondly recall on many occasions watch¬ 
ing the antics of young Roddy Rimmer and his 
famous games mare. Alii Kat. 

He has a unique style all his own and 
provides plenty of excitement and thrills for the 
viewing audience by his rather unusual entrance 
to the western games events. 

Roddy calmly leads his mare into the arena, 
does a flying leap onto her back and before he 
touches the saddle. Alii Kat is off at a gallop 
around the barrels, straining every muscle and 
sinew, leaning into the turns at a 45 degree angle, 
before she makes the final all out dash for the 
finish line where Roddy executes a flying dis¬ 
mount. grabs the reins and leads the mare from 
the show arena. 

Roddy comes by his skills and love of horses 
naturally, as both Merle and Heather were 
raised in horse-loving families and had their 
youngsters on the back of a horse at a very 
earty age 

MERLE RIMMER comes from prairie 
stock and was bom in Rocky Fort, Alberta. , 
which is about SO miles southeast of Calgary, to 
William and Christine Rimmer. Jan. 7. 1924 

He was the second oldest in a family of eight, 
with two sisters. Margaret and Isobele. and five 
brothers. Bill. Jack. Melvin. Adrian and Dun¬ 
can. ' 

His father. William, worked as foreman on a 
large ranch prior to Merle's birth and in later 
years managed a grain elevator in Redland. 
Alberta. 11 miles east of Rocky Fort 

William Rimmer ran a mixed farm with 
horses, cattle, pigs and wheat in addition to 
working on the grain elevator. 

Life was hard for the Rimmers during the 
Depression years on the prairies. . 

Food was scarce and money hard to come 
by. . 

Merle's father. William, used to earn money 
to help feed his family by running down coyotes 
with the aid of his saddle horse and his grey¬ 
hound dogs. The money raised by the sale of the 
pelts helped put food in the mouths of his hungry 
brood 

Anything that moved was fair game and 
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rabbits, partridge and porcupines found their 
way to the dinner table. 

Financial troubles were just a small part of 
the problems that affected the Rimmers during 
the lean Depression years 

The sudden death of Merle's mother Chris- 
line. shortly after the birth of the youngest 
Rimmer, Duncan, left William with the mam¬ 
moth task of raising a family of eight children all 
on his own. 

Family members all had jobs to do and 
horses figured predominately in their lives. 

William Rimmer had young Merle on the 
back of a horse at five years of age and from that 
time on Merle and horses were practically in¬ 
separable. 

Merle still chuckles when he remembers his 
boyhood exploits in horse-breaking, when he. 
along with several of his brothers, tied young 
Duncan, who was not yet walking onto the back 
of a high-spirited, young colt to get the horse 
used to something on his back. 

MOST FARMER*) used a sack weighted 
down on the horse’s back. 

But not the riding Rimmer family. They 
used young Duncan! 

When Merle was 13 years old. William Rim 
mer decided to move the family to Pine Lake. 
Alberta. 

In the Depression days, there were no mov 
ing vans to transport the family goods, so young 
Merle and two of his brothers hitched the family 
team to a sled and loaded all their worldly 
possessions to begin the Irek to their new 
homestead. 

William Rimmer had purchased a quarter 
section of uncleared farm land, and he, along 
with his eight children set about building a 
lean-to to live in while they built the farm 
house 

Merle recalls the boys playing on the rafters 
of the farmhouse while their father worked 
below sawing lumber the day brother Adrian 
slipped and fell from the rafter onto his father 
Adrian was unhurt but the impact broke his 
father's arm. 

With the nearest hospital some distance 
away, the horses were called into action to 
transport the injured father to the doctors. 

To help out with family expenses. Merle got 
a job with the Sabre Ranch of the Lawrence 
brothers, who owned the biggest spread in the 
area with 300 head of cattle, plus work, saddle 
and racehorses. 

RIMMER'S JOB was breaking and training 
the young colts for pulling wagons, plowing, carl 
work as well as the saddle mounts. 

He began to successfully campaign in prai 
rie rodeos and ride racehorses for the Lawrence 
brothers on the mile and half mile bush tracks of 
the prairies. 

First prize money in the races was $5 and in 
those days Rimmer says: "That was pretty good 
money." 

Right from the start Merle says: "I’ve never 
had a fear of horses. If my racing made my 
father nervous — he never let on All of us rode 
in the races, even my sisters. Margaret and 
Isobele'" 

In 1913. 19-year-old Merle joined the army 
and left the family homestead. 

Even during his army days. Merle's 
thoughts were seldom on anything other than 
horses and he used to enter rodeos whenever he 
had the chance in places like Kamloops and Pine 
Lake. Alberta 

After his discharge from the army he went 
to work in the oilfields in Le Due. Alberta, where 
he continued in his rodeo work. 

In 1931 he moved to Vancouver Island and 
settled in Victoria. "I didn't get involved with 
horse people or find horses from 1931 to 1957, so I 
left off riding for six years." says Rimmer. 

“My sister and two of her friends. Bob and 
Margaret Gillette, invited me to rent a horse and 
come riding with them at Gordie Shea's place — 


the Bar S Ranch in Mount Douglas. I said I'd 
never rented a borse in my life, but I went 
along. 

"They didn’t have a horse for me to ride 
except a grey that had just bucked a girl off. 1 
asked Gordie Shea: 'What about that one?' and 
he said: ‘Are you kidding — you've just seen 
what he did. Have you done much riding?’ ” 

T told him I'd done a iittle, so he told me to 
ride at my own risk.” 

Little did Shea know he was talking to an 
accomplislied rodeo rider from the prairies! 


HE OFFERED Rimmer the horse for $250 
and after their return from the ride. Rimmer 
spoke so highly of the horse that Shea increased 
the price of purchase to $400. 

Rimmer said: “No deal — I'll buy my own 
horse," and set to work looking for a suitable 
mount. 

A trip with friend Bob Gillette to the B.C. 
interior resulted in the purchase of Triggett, a 
three-year-old quarter horse cross Morgan filly 
from Dr. Newby's ranch in Kelowna. 

Once Merle returned to Victoria w ith his ow n 
horse — it was just like old times on the prairies 
— he was back where he belonged in the sad¬ 
dle. 

The trip to the Bar S Ranch re awakened 
Rimmer's love of his four-footed friends and 
also sparked his interest in a good looking filly of 
the two-legged variety, young Heather Whit¬ 
worth. who rode one of Shea's horses, a big 
black and white paint stallion, in Victoria 
parades. 

MERLE AND HEATHER became close 
friends, drawn together by their love of horses 
and love for each other. 

After a courtship of two years, they were 
married and so began the w inning team of Merle 
and Heather Rimmer. 

Heather was born and raised in Saanich and 
started in the saddle before she was two years 
old. 

Her mother. Jean, an accomplished English 
equestrian, always had horses, and sent young 
Heather to Don and Aileen Carley at the old 
Willows racetrack location of the Victoria 
Riding Academy, for riding instruction 

Heather rode with some of Ihe various well- 
known names in English riding such as Dorothy 
Edgelow and Jean Dunbar. 

Her natural ability on horseback w as evident 
at a very early age when she won the pel horse 
competition riding her first pony. Pussy, at the 
Saanichton Fall Fair when she was five years 
old. 

Until she began riding with Merle. Heather 
was strictly an English enthusiast and recalls 
her mother s horror al her daughter suddenly- 
forsaking the refinement of jodhpurs and hard 
hats for cowboy boots and blue jeans. 

Due lo the lack of rental horses available for 
the riding public. Merle Rimmer purchased a 
carload of 23 unbroken ex-bucking horses from 
Drumheller. Alberta, and had them shipped oul 
lo Victoria for him lo break and train as games 
and saddle horses. 

After training the horses. Rimmer sold scl¬ 
eral and retained 20 head for rental mounts. 

From 1959 to 1962 the Rimmers were in the 
rental business, but as they began to be more 
and more involved with showing their mounts, 
they had to call a halt to renting horses. 

"There's no quicker way to sour a horse than 
lo let a beginner haul on its mouth. ' says Merle 
Rimmer. 

BY 1965, AFTER SEVERAL moves in the 
Langford-Metchosin area to various leased pas 
tures. Merle and Heather purchased their pres 
ent six-acre location on Happy Valley Road. 
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By Sherry McKibben 


A tremendous amount of work went into 
making the property what it is today. A first rate 
riding ring was constructed which measures 28S 
feet in length and 130 feet in w idth, two barns — a 
10 stall and a nine stall, fencing, corrals, pad¬ 
docks. plus a breaking arena that is heavily 
padded w ith old car tires 

The construction was done at night and any 
spare time Merle could get away from his job as 
a plasterer and stucco contractor. 

Merle Rimmer is not only an accomplished 
western rider. English rider, trainer, and rodeo 
rider, but. in addition, is a fully qualified judge 
of all forms of performance events and hosts 
training clinics for both riders and horses that 
are seeking to improve their skills, in Coombs, 
Port Alberni, and North Bend and Sequim. 
Washington, plus clinics at his own property. 

The list of riders who have profited from 
Merle Rimmer's expert instruction is most im¬ 
pressive and reads like a who's who of the horse- 
show circuit. 

Tracey Horner, Cindy Heslop (nee Miller). 
I.inda and Robin Sheffield, Lori Bishop. Peter 
Holmes. I-isa and David Stevenson. Diane Jones. 
Sylvia Thistle. Hope and April Irvine. Jordan 
Hett. Dana. David and Danny Hajnal. to name a 
few. 

THE RIMMER PROPERTY is a frequent 
host of a variety of horse shows and gymkanas 
during the show season with riders and horses 
coming from all over Vancouver Island, the 
mainland and (he Ended States. 

From April to October of each year the 
Rimmer household is in high gear hauling their 
show horses around the Vancouver Island. B.C. 
interior and western Washington show circuit. 

Someone always has to stay home to mind 
the fort and care for the horses that are left 
behind, so various family members alternate. 

In today's highly competitive show circuit, 
the costs quickly mount up and last year the 
Rimmers estimate they spent more than $8,000 
in entry fees and travelling expenses. 

But this was not a- lost venture as a quick 
tour of the trophy area of the home proves. 

The walls and shelves are lined with a vast 
array of hundreds of glittering gold and silver 
trophies^bright colored rosettes, and impressive 
diplomas. 

According to Heather: "It's hard to become 
champion and then twice as hard to stay there. 
That's why we are always looking for that 
special horse that will do it all." 

The Rimmers have never simply gone out 
and bought a highly-trained show horse to com 
pete with, but instead spend many long hours in 
their training ring working with green horses or 
horses that have a training problem and teach¬ 
ing them with love and patience to perform flaw 
Icssly for their rider and have a love of their 
work. 

Snowball, Triggett. Mickey. Lady Chance. 
Sabu Ben Alii. No Name, Beaver's Question. 
Dun s Mischief. Teddy Lee One and Clabbedv 
Kamp have all been shown and ridden to victory 
in many events by Merle and Heather Rimmer. 

Son Roddy’s winning mounts are Alii Kat. 
Tex and Shane. In addition he competes on Dun's 
Mischief. 

FOR THE RIDING RIMMERS. 1978 was a 
vintage show season with Heather capturing the 
B.C. championship in amateur English and west¬ 
ern pleasure, plus qualifying for the American 
Quarter Horse Association's world champion 
ship show on her mount, Teddy Lee One. 

In addition. 19-year-old Roddy Rimmer, and 
his mare. Alii Kat, were named the 1978 western 
games champions of Vancouver Island. 

Heather has high hopes for her new mount. 
Ho-Silver. a registered black quarter horse geld 
ing. purchased from California. She is shooting 
for the-covetted first prize in the world cham 
pionship show in 1979. 

Merle's new mount for the 1979 show season 
is Jet-Off, a 16 hand grey registered quarter 
horse stallion which he will be showing in both 
English and western events. 

A new star to emerge from the Rimmer 
household is eight-year-old daughter. Tara who 
w ill begin her show career riding Dell's Dancer, 
a registered palamino quarter horse mare 

Merle Rimmer has a saying: “A good horse- 
makes a good trainer." 

In the case of top quality stock and the highly 
skilled Rimmer family, it adds up to a winning 
combination that will prove tough to beat in the 
1979 show spason.

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By midsummer , 1976 , the hull of the 41-foot ketch , begun 
in the 1960s by Ormond Griffin and , after his death , contin¬ 
ued by Cos Loustalot, teas complete. It was then moved out of 
the boatshed at 790 Tiswilde Road , Rocky Point. For some 
weeks it stood in the open , waiting for the suitable day for 
. launching. 

Cos planned to put it in the water at a beach about a mile 
from the shed. The move was to be made mainly by man¬ 
power. Not the usual way to launch a hull of this size. But 
the very novelty of the scheme was an attractive challenge 
and there was no shortage of young volunteers ready to 
accept it. 

LAUNCHING of the O. R. GRIFFIN 


Sept. 8 was the date; 
Taylor Beach the spot, Cos 
Loustalot chose to launch her. 
That date the moon was full, 
and high tide at Taylor Beach 
would be 11 a.m. 

Surely, thought Cos and 
his helpers, if the move was* 
begun at 3 a.m.' when the 
moon was high overhead to 
light their work, they would 
be well across the Rocky Point 
Road before the day’s traffic 
began, and on the beach in 
good time to make the best 
use of that maximum high 
tide. 


SUCH OPTIMISM! More than eight times 
eight hours were to pass before the sea was 
reached. Many who watched the slow journey 
thought the plan to move this 15-ton hull and 
its supporting skid over more than a mile of 
road, practically by manpower alone, a mad 
project. And perhaps it was. 

la the end, who could but admire the dogged 
courage of that cheery group who, no matter 
how frequent the frustrations nor how long the 
hours, continued to put tbeir all into the work . . . 
and never addressed one another save with an 
unfailing courtesy no matter how backs ached 
and sun blazed. 

For. by then, the long-delayed summer of 
1976.had actually arrived, banishing memories 
of the endlessly damp weeks of July and August 
. . but not their effects ... for it was the 
last-named weather that led to the unhappy 
discovery they made when they started on the 
move on that lovely warm night of full moon in 
September. 

The hull, that had left the sbed so tractably, 
after weeks in the open, had pressed itself firmly 
into the damp ground. Not a fraction of an inch 
would it move! 

Bigger rollers were needed, they decided, and 
scattered to find them. Next morning, skid 
jacked up and the new rollers installed, they 
were ready to try again. 

BIT, BEFORE they renewed their contest 
with the obstinate skid, there was something Cos 
wanted to do. Mounted on a ladder, he painted, in 
letters that glowed gold across the transom's 
dark gloss. O. R. GRIFFIN. The name needed no 
introduction to those who watched, for the cour 
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age and skill of the veteran builder had already 
become a myth venerated among the young. 

They raised beakers of wine, home-made by 
Chris Scott from the blackberries that flourished 
around the boatshed, and drank to the boat, the 
builder, and the memory of revered Orm Grif¬ 
fin. 

The next try saw some headway made. Aided 
by winch and cable, they moved the skid from 
under the trees and even navigated safely the 
right-angled turn from the property on to Tis¬ 
wilde. This was a narrow road and a deep ditch 
on the far side made this one of the critical 
points of the journey to the sea. 

Once on the road, they hooked on the tractor 
kindly loaned by Metchosin's Geoff Mitchell. Yet 
only a few yards down the road they were stuck 
again. 

Second of Two Parts 

A pick-up truck belonging to one of the brave 
helpers added its power . . . and another . . . and 
another. Tractor and pick-up motors roared and 
tires smoked. Men and girls with peaveys and 
poles threw their weight against the rollers and 
struggled with stump pullers. Two handles 
broke, and two three-eighths chains were also 
broken in this onslaught. But. in the end, they 
were forced to concede that only a heavy tow

truck could move this unyielding and obstin¬ 
ate weight. 

It was two in the afternoon before the Super 
Service's big Ford 830 Tandem was free and Ben 
Smith was able to start on a tow that was to 
prove unique, even in his lung experience. 


ARRIVAL OF THE TRUCK did not mean the 
dispersal of Cos’ band of helpers. Some had still 
to be ready with peavey or crowbar to realign 
unevenly-moving rollers; others nipped up each 
roller as it was released at the rear and raced 
(there is no other word for the whole-hearted 
enthusiasm with which they worked) to re-site it 
in front of the skid. Yet others alertly watched 
for any cant in the road that threatened the 
balance of the high and weighty load. Few feet 
were gained before yet another STOP would ring 
out. 

By then it was almost 36 hours since they had 
started and, above them, a blistering sun was 
blazing in a cloudless sky. 

Too lengthy to relate in detail here are all the 
difficulties overcome that hot afternoon: three 
right-angled turns on a narrow road, no simple 
matter with a heavy load more than to feet 
long. 

After the last turn, a jog to the left over to 
Taylor Road — a distance short in itself, but they 
were then on the main Rocky Point Road. It was 
four in the afternoon, instead of the trafficless 6 
a.m. their original plan had envisaged. 

Fortunately, cars were few and drivers good- 
natured and soon they were safely on quiet 
Taylor Road. 

Not long after this the prophecies of some 
among the onlookers that “there'll be broken 
bones," (or worse) “before this is all over," 
seemed to have been justified when one young 
man lost his footing before a moving roller and 
was whisked off to hospital. Rumor, of course 
provided various and hair-raising reports of his 
injuries but, happily, it was only a small bone 
that was broken. On the day the Griffin was 
actually afloat, Don Cameron, on crutches, was 
casually hopping around Taylor Beach. 

ALTHOUGH THEY had entered Taylor Road 
around 4:30 and the beach lay straight ahead, 
progress was still slow. Even the large rollers 
began to collapse into bundles of giant-sized 
tooth picks. Replacements had to be found nr 
cut. 

The sun set. The moon rose. Still neither the 
original gang nor the heroic operator of the 
faithful tow truck would call it a day until they 
reached the open space at the foot of Taylor 
Road. 

It was 10:30 p.m. before they quit work. The 
night was warm and the next patches of crushed 
grass and discarded blankets showed that some 
had chosen to sleep not far from the still 
earth-bound hull. 

The next morning there was some hesitation 
over whether to continue on that day, for it was 
Friday, day of ill-omen for start of a sea voyage 
or launching of a boat. Discovery that the Griffin 
family, with generations of sailing-ship captains 
behind it, had always considered Friday a Good 
Day settled the question. The truck was engaged 
to come again at an hour that would allow them 
to catch the high,tide projected for six that 
afternoon. 

ANOTHER OVER-OPTIMISTIC calculation. 
Six o'clock brought only completion of the 180 
degree turn that reversed the position of the 
skid. 

The Griffin stood stern-on to the beach. 

From below her wide transom made an im¬ 
pressive picture against the sky.

Allhough the sea was so near, the most 
potentially dangerous part of the whole move 
was jet to come. For, from where the skid and 
hull stood the bank dropped straight down 
several feet to the beach. But this was no 
problem to the indomitable and willing crew. All 
hands to the shovel. . . and lo! like magic, before 
the boat evolved, a clay and gravel ramp 30 or to 
feet long. 

But how stable would the newly-built ramp 
prove under the weight to be put on it? There 
was another worry. Once the skid was well and 
truly over the lip of the bank, could the cable 
and winch of the tow truck restrain it from a 
headlong rush down the slope? 

Unnervingly tense moments for Cos, who had 
labored so long over the boat’s building. And for 
those loo who, as they had heaved and pushed, 
blistered and sweated, had developed a oneness 
with the beautiful — but oh, obstinate, at times 
— Griffin. 

AGAIN A SURPRISE. When, gingerly, the 
skid had been nudged onward so that its weight 
came fully on the ramp, the problem proved the 
opposite of what they had feared. Even on a 
downhill slope it would not move! They had to 
adjust to an unexpected problem. 

The unstructured, but so effective co-opera¬ 
tion, that had impressed onlookers during all the 
phases of the launching came to full flower. 
Without delay, they divided up; some to the 
beach, some to stations atop the hull from which 
they could relay signals from those below, to the 
truck driver. Others busied themselves with 
peaveys ready to adjust rollers as the skid 
moved down the ramp. Others worked at fit¬ 
ting logs between the front of the truck and the 
skid. 

Very frequently, as the load slowly pro¬ 
gressed down that perilous ramp, came urgent 
shouts from the beach: “Hold! hold!" 

All the time the tide was receding. And all the 
time John Keziere and his 50-foot steel-hulled 
Si/ene cruised patiently off-shore. He hoped, 
when the boat reached the beach, to hook on and 
pull it that final short distance to the sea. 

AT LAST THE SKID did reach the beach 
safely. For a time they could relax; all but Cos 
who donned wet-suit and made connections be¬ 
tween skid and Si/ene. Useless effort, as it 
proved. No matter how skilfully John deployed 
Si/ene s strength, not a tremor from the heavy 
mass on the beach. 

By the time hope of help from this source had 
been abandoned, light was fading. As the Silent 
departed for Victoria, beams from Trial Island 
lighthouse showed faintly across the sea. 

Although along Taylor Beach the twinkle of 
the bonfires lit by spectators gave a cheery air to 
the scene, it was a wistful moment for those 
closest to the struggle. 

“Now," was the time when Ben Smith, opera 
tor of the towtruck, appeared as the man of the 
hour. For Ben, mature Ben of orthodox dress 
and shortcut greying hair, had become in¬ 
creasingly impressed by the courage and tire¬ 
less spirit of this unconventional group. He made 
a generous and courageous offer. 

If he took his truck down the ramp right on to 
the beach, he was sure he could continue pushing 
that recalcitrant skid and hull right to the sea. 

No sooner said than all was action, again 
truck descending, Cos Loustalot’s helpers roam¬ 
ing the beach in search of longer pushing poles 
One winces as one thinks of those long-tried leg 
muscles subjected to the loose gravel of sloping 
Taylor Beach. 

For the last and longest log, they had lo go far 
and this was a pole so heavy that it took 18 to 
carry it. 

How tired they must have been for it was 
more than 60 hours since that hopeful 3 a m., 
moonlit start. Few had slept much, since then. 

WHILE THE PHILOSOPHY of fellowship 
shared by the group had done much to sustain 
them during those long hours, there had been 
another powerful help . . the knowledge that, 
had even the gravest of misfortunes befallen the 
long-loved and labored-over hull during these 
crucial hours of launching, Cos would have 
neither flinched nor wept. . . nor would have the 
man who had laid down her first lines and whose 
spirit was felt by many as a positive presence 
during those long and trying hours of launch 
ing. 

By the time the longest pole had been cm- 
loyed to its utmost, the truck had also reached its 
limit of advance on the loose-surfaced beach. 
But by now the skid was indeed in the sea. Al 


though the hull was not actually afloat, all the 
way from stem to stern, waves were rippling 
along the keel and splashing up over the rud¬ 
der.

Back in the Old Country Henry had come 
from a well-known and respected family; just 
how respected can be gauged by the fact that his 
brother was a manager of a branch of the Bank 
of England.

AMONG HENRY'S dislikes was that of per

All of which was, of course, Henry New¬ 
man's personal right — at least until the spring 
of 1899. when a Victoria policeman, offended by 
Henry's dress and lack of toiletry care, repeat¬ 
edly urged him to mend his ways. When Henry 
exercised his democratic right by refusing, he 
was charged with vagrancy. 

Hall had no choice but to concur — but he 
had no intention of letting Henry leave the court¬ 
room scot-free. Although Newman could leave 
without a stain on his honor the magistrate 
firmly suggested that he take a bath at city- 
expense. 

From the moment he had taken his place in 
the dock Henry had been at ease, confident that 
justice would not permit the conviction of an 
honest, upstanding citizen on such a charge. 


HALL WAS ADAMANT: Henry's "ablu- 
tions" were to be performed under strict police 
supervision. Taken to the city jail Henry was 
thrust, protesting, into a bath tub. Only after he 
had scrubbed to his guard's satisfaction was he 
allowed to emerge, when an inmate shaved his 
whiskers and trimmed his unkempt locks.

Matters immediately became com¬ 
plicated for the court — and uncomfortable for 
Gil — when the defendants counter-charged that, 
he had stolen the $23 from Miss Powells. 

This quandary began with Gil's meeting 
Pallantfere the previous Satuday evening, at the 
comer of Johnson and Government. Gil had then 
accompanied Pallantfere to the latter's rooming 
house, where Pallantfere introduced him to Miss 
Powells. She graciously showed him to a room. 
Gil testifying that he immediately retired. 


Upon entering the witness dock Miss Powells 
contradicted Gil from beginning to end. Pallant¬ 
fere, she explained, was the landlord (and. 
presumably, her employer). On Saturday eve¬ 
ning he had brought Gil to the Johnson Street 
lodging house and she had rented him a room. 
Rather than retire, however, he insisted upon 
walking up and down the hallway. Becoming 
angry she ordered him to retire. Gil refused and 
she informed Pallantfere that their latest lodger 
was "loitering'' in the hall. 


Pallantfere then ordered Gil inside, when all 
ipparently retired. By this time it was 1:00 
sunday morning. Upon returning to her own 
room Miss Powells placed her money, $23 in bills 
and some silver, on a table. She was about to 
climb into bed when she heard the front doorbell 
ring and she hastened downstairs. As she passed 
down the hallway she noticed that Gil was again 
out of his room but proceeded on her errand. At 
the door she found new guests and attended to 
their needs before returning to her room. 


He was sleeping soundly when, about 2 a m., 
he heard someone enter the room. Looking up, 
he saw an intruder going through his pockets. 


Upon climbing the stairs, she saw Gil hurry¬ 
ing from her room to his own. Suspicious, she 
ran to check the table: Her money was gone. 
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Outraged by this inhospitable gesture. Gil 
leaped from bed and threw his arms around the 
thief, who, by the softness of form, turned out to 
be a woman — Miss Powells. She in turn object¬ 
ed to his impassioned embrace and screamed. 
Moments later Pallantfere charged to her res¬ 
cue and wrestled Gil to the floor. The instant the 
man released is grip Gil jumped to his feet, ran 


CHARGING AFTER GIL, she accused him 
of stealing her $23 and shouted for the landlord 
At this, Gil grabbed her by the throat, dragged 
her inside and locked the door. 


Fortunately, Pallantfere heard her screams 
and forced is way inside, broke Gil’s hold on her

and threw him to the floor. He then closed the 
door and Miss Powells reclaimed her money. 

This left Magistrate Jay with the question of 
who .was lying. The answer seemed apparent 
when the lodging-house's register was produced, 
to show that Gil's signature had been entered 
three weeks before. Although seemingly of no 

significance, this was a critical point in the case 
of the defence — Gil had sworn that he had never 
stayed in the lodging house before. 

Unable to deny this, Gil sorrowfully listened 
as the magistrate pointed out the contradictions 
in his testimony an dismissed the defendants 
with the conclusion that Gil had robbed Miss 
Powells and, panicking when discovered, ac¬ 
cused his victim of theft to protect himself. 

JOE MORRIS ALSO found himself an un¬ 
happy participant in the legal arena 60 years 
ago. Arrested for possession of opium, he was 
also charged, upon being searched by police, 
with possession of a forged bank note. According 
to city detective Edens, Morris had been arrest¬ 
ed on the CPR wharf, Edens and two other 
detectives having escorted the prisoner to the 
police station where a search of his pocketbook 
had revealed the naughty note. 

Issued by the Bank of British North Ameri¬ 
ca, the bill in question had been raised by some 
eager penman from $10 to $500. 

Harold Wagstaffe, acting chief clerk of the 
Victoria branch of the BNA, identified the 
note as a legitimate $10 which had been ama¬ 
teurishly raised 50-fold. 

Through his counsel, W. C. Moresby, Morris 
pleaded not guilty, but did not argue that the bill 
had been altered. The question before the court, 
said Moresby, was that of intent: Could the 
Crown show beyond reasonable doubt that Mor¬ 
ris had been aware that the bill was a forgery 
and that he had intended to pass it off as 
legitimate currency? 

L. W. Herchmer, appearing for the Crown, 
argued that Morris had been found with the 
forged note in his possession; whether he intend¬ 
ed to use it or not was irrelevant. 

The magistrate agreed: "It was to be pre¬ 
sumed that when a man had a forged bill in his 
possession, unless it was so skilfully done as to 
deceive the experts, that he knew it was forged. 
If the Crown proved the bill was forged, that 
included all the ingredients that the decisions 
gave as necessary to constitute forgery." 


AS A WITNESS for the defence Moresby 
called Albert Doane, who had been arrested for 
possession of opium at the same time as Morris: 
the charge had since been dropped. Morris ex¬ 
plained that he had met Morris at the Vancouver 
exhibition. While there both men met a third 
party, unnamed, who flashed the "$500" bill as 
proof that he was better off than his appearance 
suggested. Morris bought the bill — for $10 — 
saying that, if nothing else, it was worth $10, and 
that he hoped to "have some fun with it.” 

Doane's evidence as to the purchase of the 
doctored bill was corroborated by the accused's 
nephew, Samuel Morris, who testified that Mor¬ 
ris had bought it as a curiosity. A third witness, a 
Vancouver poultry farmer named Scott, said 
that Morris had told him the bill was to "have 
some fun with the girls.” 

In his own defence Morris stated that he had 
known that the bill was a forgery from the 
beginning; that he had bought it as a keepsake; 
that he had carried it in his wallet without at¬ 
tempting to pass it; that he had had no intention 
of doing so. 

After consideration the magistrate acquit¬ 
ted Morris of the forgery charge for two reasons: 
Firstly, that the bill was of such a large and 
unusual denomination that most people would be 
sure to examine it carefully; secondly, that the 
accused had been truthful in explaining how the 
bill came into his possession. 

However, Morris did not escape unscathed, 
the court concluding that "anyone silly enough to 
pay $10 for a bill of that kind deserved all the 
trouble and expense he had brought upon him¬ 
self."

WINTER FEN for Vancouver Island skiers means a trip to Forbidden 
Plateau when the first snows of the season fall. 

Located less than halfway up the length of the Island and just 23 kilometres 
west of Courtenay, the plateau is within easy driving reach of Victorians and 
mainland residents, using the ferries to Nanaimo and Swartz Bay. 

SKIING- STARTS when the snow, flics and — weather permitting — can 
continue into April. Since 1947, when serious skiing first began on the 
plateau, two lodges and a hostel have been built. Upward-bound skiers can hitch a 
ride on the twin rope tows near the Ski Tac Hut or go via three T-bars or a 
chairlift. 

Although the park is a small one — only 96 hectares — there is room for 
cross-country skiers, too. Trails lead out from the top of the chairlift and 
from both the overnight lodge and the dav lodge. 


COMPLETE SKI OUTFITS can be rented on the hill or as one drives 
through Courtenay, where sports shops say open extra hours and where motels 
offer group and ski package rates. 

Forbidden Plateau’s eerie name originated in the belief that the plateau 
was one inhabited by evil spirits who consumed the women and childen of a local 
Indian tribe. 

NOW, IT MEANS fun for all the family. 

Most of the facilities are located in Woods Mountain ski park, with 
fantastic views of the Comox Valley, the Strait of Georgia, the Beaufort Mountain 
range, and mainland mountains stretching from Mount Baker in Washington to 
Mount Waddington. B.C.

The hobby of 
model engineering is 
as old as machine 
building itself. And 
men and boys have 
long been fascinated 
with finely-detailed 
models. But to build a 
miniature replica and 
have it work as well as 
did the original calls 
for something special 
on the part of the 
builder. 


Did you spend the winter being 
bored? Did you hang around the 
house getting under your wife's feet 
and wondering what else there was 
to do besides watching TV? If you 
did then you are one of an army of 
men (and women) who are subcon¬ 
sciously searching for a hobby: 
something fulfilling that will enliv¬ 
en your evenings. 

Maybe you are active socially, 
but want to do something creative. 
What ran ybu do? First you need 
either a spare room or basement 
and a bit of spare cash. Nest you 
copy the example of many men who 
conquered the problem by building 
models. They ran be models of 
almost everything that moves 
under its own power. 


WE ARE NOT here discussing 
pre-manufactured kits that merely 
have to be assembled and fastened 
together to complete the model. 
Nothing so simple. The only way to 
build a bona-fide model is to take a 
few pieces of the right kind of metal 
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they have built or would like to 
build. 

They come from a variety of 
backgrounds. There is a building 
inspector, a gardener, accountants, 
retireds, doctors, a dentist, school¬ 
teachers, maintenance men, me¬ 
chanics, an electronics technician, 
a printer, an instrument mechanic, 
a draftsman, a marine surveyor, a 
grocery clerk, a telephone engineer 
... they are a good cross-section of 
the community. 

They meet together regularly on 
the first Thursday of each month to 
discuss new ideas and develop¬ 
ments and plan new projects. Each 
year they enter the Hobby Show 
which this year will be held in April 
at the curling rink behind the Me¬ 
morial Arena in Victoria. And that 
is a good place to examine the work 
that these miniature craftsmen pro¬ 
duce. 

Model-making engineering re¬ 
quires some tool operating skill and 
an ability to work with metals ... to 
fashion and shape it with^tatience 
and accuracy. In fact, the hallmark 
of a good model engineer is his 
ability to reproduce the fine detail 
of an original machine including 
exquisitely close tolerances re¬ 
quired for pistons and crankshafts 
and all other working parts. 

Sloppy work is useless work and 
must be redone until each part fits 
perfectly. The final touch is an 
accurately-copied paint finish to 
give an eye-appealing and distine 
live look to the completed model. 

SOME BEAUTIFULLY made 
pieces of machinery have been 
crafted by club members, especial¬ 
ly locomotives, which seem to hold 
a special place in model builders' 
hearts. They have taken years to 
build in most cases, in fact the 
detailed and intricate work that 
goes into the completing of a large 
model is not achieved in six months 
or even a year — unless you are an 
insomniac with workaholic tenden 
cies. 

It's not all locomotives though 
Miniature engineering is applied to

and shape it to scale on your work¬ 
bench, doing all that is necessary to 
transform it into a part that fits 
perfectly. That is painstaking. It is 
also an absorbing hobby for a me¬ 
chanically-minded person. 

After having readied your room 
with ample lighting and sufficient 
places for your tools, you then need 
some basic equipment. By scroung¬ 
ing around at garage sales or keep¬ 


MODEL ENGINEERS, as the 
name suggests, build precision 
copies of originals scaled down to 
convenient size. Built properly, a 
model should be indistinguishable 
from the original — even down to 
the rivets. And they should function 
under power. 

In Victoria there is a club for 
hobbyists called the Model Engi¬ 
neers Club, whose secretary is

ing an eye on the classified ads in 
your newspaper you should be able 
to locate a lathe, drill press, saws, 
files, a stout bench and other tools 
for cutting, boring and shaping a 
variety of metals. Tools arc the 
biggest cost. Materials to make 
your projects' will cost you little 
because most of what you use will 
be scrap that can be got for next to 
nothing.

Most of the members have built 
or are building various kinds of 
models and have accumulated a 
wealth of experience and know¬ 
how. The majority of them have 
workshops in their homes and 
shelves of books and magazines, 
and pictures plastered all over the 
walls of the rooms, mostly of things 
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many things such as road vehicles, 
boats (steam launches), cranes, 
donkey engines, diesel engines, hot 
air engines, even clocks. The list is 
endless. 

The passing of live steam loco¬ 
motives has long been mourned by 
steam enthusiasts. How many little 
boys (and men) have marvelled at 
(he audio-visual power of a thunder¬ 
ing locomotive as it hauls a long line 
of coaches or goods? Each year a 
crowd will gather at the Saaniehton 
Fairgrounds to watch some old • 
steam driven thresher pounding 
away, showing an interest which 
oftentimes exceeds that shown in 
modern machinery. 

WHEN STEAM POWER was 

first introduced it quickly became a 
universal motive power for indus¬ 
try and agriculture. At the same 
time steam became'the ideal agent 
for miniature machinery and model 
engineers were quick to adopt its 
versatile characteristics ... a usage 
which, to this day, has never been 
equalled by any other driving 
force. 

Charlie Montgomery, who lives 
on Admirals, began modelling in 
1915. He lived in County Antrim. 
Ireland, where he worked as an iron 
turner in a foundry. In 1921 he came 
to Canada and continued his model¬ 
ling interest by building CNR and 
CPR locos. 

In a bedroom in his house, which 
he converted into a workshop, he 
still does the odd bit of work and 
maintams the splendid 4-6-0 London 
and North Eastern locomotive that 
took him 10 years to finish. Widely 
regarded in model engineering 
circles, Montgomery has built nu¬ 
merous steam driven machines. 
His 4-6-0 LNER Class B1 was origi¬ 
nally designed by E. Thompson, 
chief engineer of the old LNER 
railway (now part of British Rail) 
and were built at the Darlington 
works during the Second World 
War. 

By 1917 some 274 of them were in 
operation. Thompson used existing 
jigs, patterns and tools to save la¬ 
bor and materials. 

Montgomery decided this would 
make an ideal locomotive to copy, 
so he obtained blueprints and 
scaled them down to five-inch 
gauge. Except for the wheels, 
which can be bought as rough cast¬ 
ings, he cut and shaped every part 
himself. The finished boiler steam 
tested at 150 pounds a square inch, 
and water tested at 120 a square 
inch. Operation Springbok, as he 
named her, can haul 30 persons on 
flat cars. 


ANOTHER UNUSUAL engine 
Montgomery enjoys demonstrating 
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refurbished to accommodate both its functions 
as a concert theatre and a movie house. The 
question remains as to what degree it is to be 
restored. Will the old marquee be reconstruct¬ 
ed? 

Will the exterior light bulbs be re activated 
and will the garden once again be floodlight? 

Are the murals still behind the w'allpaper of 
1946 and will they be restored to their former 
magnificence? 

Will the layers of paint be removed to the 
original color scheme? 

Will the brass rails be reDaired and polished

is his hot air engine which drives a* 
windmill. Working on the Stirling 
principle, this type of engine has no 
valves, but works on the tempera¬ 
ture difference between a heated 
lower portion of a vertical cylinder 
and the fin-cooled top portion. The 
resulting pressure pulse drives a 
piston which turns the windmill. 

Over the years Montgomery has 
built a fine array of models. 
There's a vertical oscillating en¬ 
gine, a donkey pump and a crane 
engine. Although they were de¬ 
signed to be driven with steam, for 
demonstration purposes he uses air 
pressure. 

Joe Brown lives in Central Saan¬ 
ich and has, by his own admission, 
been a railway nut all his life. In his 
basement workshop there is a beau¬ 
tiful CPR DIO 4-6-0 partly finished. 

The first wheel was turned three 
years ago and he has been working 
on it steadily since then. If all goes 
well he hopes to have it "on air” 
this spring. (On air means to test 
the driving gear with compressed 
air to see if it is functioning proper¬ 
ly). At a scale of one and one-half 
inches to the foot the finished model 
will be a seven and one-half inch 
gauge giant. With the tender at¬ 
tached the locomotive will be eight 
feet, three inches long, one-eighth 
full size. 

There is a good reason why 
Brown chose this particular engine 
as his design. The D10 fleet ran over 
Vancouver Island rails for many, 
years between 1911 when they were 
first built and 1950 when they were 
replaced by diesels. 

No. 923 worked out of Victoria on 
the Nanaimo run, so when Brown 
decided to build one of these his¬ 
toric engines No. 923 was the one he 
decided on. 

But finding drawings proved to 
be a little difficult until he discover¬ 
ed that CPR had turned over all the 
drawings to the National Museum 
in Ottawa. He wrote to them and 
obtained a complete set of plans 
which now cover one end of his 
workroom wall. 


BROWN'S WORKSHOP is an ef¬ 
ficient. well-designed hobby room, 
more in keeping with a machinist's 
shop. In the centre of the room 
stands a strong construction table 
he designed and built to carry the 
great weight of his model, which he 
estimates at 425 pounds resting on 
the driving wheels. 

The boiler was fashioned out of a 
section of seamless pipe and the 
boiler tubes out of seamless oil 
refinery condensors. He picks up 
pieces of metal from anywhere he 
comes across it and keeps a small 
inventory of promising pieces he 
thinks might come in useful later. 


So adept are model engineers at 
seeking out suitable materials that 
they can't go away on vacation 
without snooping around in likely- 
looking places to see what can be 
found. When difficulties arise and a 
certain size or kind of metal cannot 
be obtained from the scrapyards 
then (Key have to resort to the last 
resort — and buy what they need. If 
it's available in backwoods Vic¬ 
toria. that Is. 

Bill Smith, who lives in Colwood, 
has had an interest in model engi¬ 
neering for around 20 years. His 
current project is a Great Western 
0-6-0 pannier tank of one-inch scale 
w hich he has had running, but is to 
be finished later. 

Maurice Foord took a night 
school course before he started 
building and is currently working 
on a Canterbury-Whitstable loco¬ 
motive to a three and one-half inch 
gauge. 


IF YOU ASK a model engineer 
how much his creation is worth you 
are likely to get a mystified look as 
your answer. There is, they say, no 
way to place a cost on the time"that 
was involved in making it, even 
though the materials weren't ex¬ 
pensive. However if the man hours 
were calculated and the overheads 
taken into consideration then the 
figure might run into thousands of 
dollars. But since there is no one 
counting the man hours no one 
would even attempt to give a cost. 
How else could it be when it is the 
pleasure that counts — not the 
money. 

Do they sell their work? Hardly 
ever. What else do they get out of 
the work and time involved? Happy 
wives who are glad to have their 
husbands doing something they 
enjoy. 

But after a model is finished 
there's also the added pleasure of 
seeing it run, and demonstrating it 
to curious people who "oooh" and 
"aah" over its looks and the way it 
runs. 

If you are thinking of joining the 
ranks of the model engineers there 
is an abundance of assistance to be 
obtained from club members who 
are only too pleased to impart their 
knowledge and skills. And good 
magazines can help, like Live 
Steam which gives detailed instruc¬ 
tions on how to build your model. 

Modellers from the United 
States and other parts of Canada 
frequently trailer their models over 
to the Island which provides an 
opportunity for social get togethers 
and an exchange of ideas and de¬ 
velopments.

Our holiday home on 
Hornby Island has grown of 
its own volition, is tastefully 
furnished in Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury Discard, the floor co¬ 
vered throughout in wild pat¬ 
terned carpet. 


We bought the acre on Tribune Bay II years 
ago with the idea that it would be used as a 
campsite by the family on weekends. There 
would be no need of buildings apart from a 
biffy.

This was my way 
of justifying the purchase. My husband, Jimmie, 
went aong with my thinking. 

We had no way of knowing that we would fall 
under the spell of the mystique of Hornby Island, 
unable to part with our little share of the island 
when the five years had run their course. 

OUR ACRE IS LEVEL, almost entirely 
cleared as part of the original farm's sheep 
pasture. We thought of it as an ideal playground 
for the five grandsons whose ages at that time 
ranged from seven to 12 years. It is some 20 feet 
above a sandstone beach where the boys could 
swim, chase crabs and build rafts. 

For many months the green and yellow biffy, 
euphemistically called the Daffodil Room, stood 
alone on the place in the shade of a giant fir 
tree. 

For two springs and summers Jimmie and I 
made frequent trips from Port Alberni. Barrie 
and Lois, our son-in-law and daughter, would 
come from Victoria with their two boys; Jim and 
Norma, our sons and daughter-in-law would 
drive up from Nanaimo with their three sons and 
we would all enjoy the breezes and sunshine of 
outdoor living. 

We made a crude barbecue pit to cook oysters 
from the beach and to heat beans from the can. 
Barrie put up a basketball hoop to provie com¬ 
petitive sport for three generations of highly 
unequal players. 

BUT ONE NIGHT after a week of blissful 
weather a typical coastal storm exploded over 
the bay. It happened that I was there with the 
Victoria contingent, Lois and Barrie In their 
miniature tent, myself under a piece of canvas 
slung over a rope, the boys happily sleeping 
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under the stars. By dawn there wasn’t a dry- 
stitch between us. Wind and rain still lashed our 
paradise. 

My carpenter husband arrived on the scene. 

“We should have some kind of shelter," he 
pronounced, and he'd let himself in for a project 
which has kept him occupied for most of his 
non-working days since. 

At first our shelter was a little-bitty thing 
patterned after a construction site shack. Jim¬ 
mie with his son and son-in-law, the older kids 
also pressed into service, heaved and sweated to 
bring large rocks from the beach for the founda¬ 
tion. The beach also provided stringers and 
joists, Barrie being the head beachcomber. He 
had an eye for a good log and he showed no 
compunction in setting his wife and kids to help 
carry the timbers. Only his natural fear of (or 
respect for) his mother-in-law let me out. 

Soon there was a floor, then walls and a roof. 
We found a small iron stove and our carpenter 
made and glazed sashed for two windows. Some¬ 
one donated a door, jh-ight by 12 feet, the shack 



was found to be inadequate for the hordes on 
many occasions. So Jimmie built a duplicate of 
the first just 12 feet south of the original. Next 
step of course was to connect the two structures 
to provide a 12xl2-foot kitchen-living room. 

Our station wagon doubled as freight truck 
and we never left Port Alberni without a full load 
of building materials. The day we transported 
the chimney blocks and liners the vehicle mired 
to its hubs as we drove onto the lot. But it was 
just one of those things. Minor catastrophies 
fitted into our way of life. 

BY THE TIME the place warranted a chim¬ 
ney, many man. woman and kid hours had gone 
into the project, but our master builder had the 
bit in his teeth. Nothing could stop him. 

I've lost track of the number of and the 
reasons for the many additions to the Hornby 
Island house. Every now and then Jimmie would 
announce expansion plans and sawdust would 
begin to fly again. As he insisted on full insula¬ 
tion for each addition, we shook fibreglass parti¬ 
cles as well as sa'wdust from our bunk at bed¬ 
time. 

It comes to mind that the donation of a used 
bathtub resulted in one addition. Our decision 
maker had already provided a small room for 
toilet and shower, but another four feet was 
required for the tub. One day w hen he and I were 
alone on the premises he Invited me to help him 


LONG BEFORE this we had felt the need of a 
permanent water supply. This was at a time 
when drillers offered their services for $10 a 
foot; no water, no pay. We never met our driller 
and on weekends when we visited the property 
we'd find a growing pile of sludge but could 
make no estimate of how far the drill had 
penetrated. We suspected that the Yangtse 
River would be tapped soon and were a bit 
worried about how the bill must be mounting. 

“You’ve got water," a member of the ferry- 
crew broke the news as we made our way over on 
the Hornby Island ferry one happy day. 

The 192-foot hole never let us down, spouting 
out water at a rate of 15-gallons (estimated) a 
minute, winter and summer. Of course, with 
such a bountiful supply we had to have electric¬ 
ity to operate the deep-well pump and to heat the 
water. 

And so the building went through many 
phases from a rude shelter to a fully-insulated, 
plumbed and wired three-bedroom shack with a 
main room 32 feet in length. The wall-to-wall 
carpeting throughout was the result of a deal 
made by our son-in-law with a pub proprietor 
who was renovating the interior of his premises. 
For awhile visitors to our Shangrila noticed the 
odor of stale beer. But this, along with our me¬ 
mories of roughing it on Hornby Island, has 
dissipated. 

THERE'S NOTHING unique in the story of 
how our cabin got itself built. Up and down the 
province of B.C. others have found their bit of 
land on mountain, In the woods or on the sea¬ 
shore and have built shelters to fit their needs. 

In our case we've seen five boys enjoy sum¬ 
mer holidays and winter weekends on Tribune 
Bay. They've played ball, built rafts, got sun¬ 
burned, joined battle In Inter-sibling strife, 
helped Grandpa on occasion. There were times 
when as teenagers they held orgies with their 
friends while the seniors were not in residence. 

Now another generation has started and 
there's another boy to discover the joys of 
Hornby Island. 

We'll tell young Jacob what life was like in 
the old days when we roughed it on our Tribune 
Bay acre.
